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RULES OF ORDER FOR THE COUNCIL 


|.—Organization. 


Section 1. The Council shall be opened each day with prayer at 
the hour which may be designated. At the call to order members 
shall take their seats and preserve proper silence and decorum, stand- 
ing only when addressing the chair. 


Section 2. When the President shall have taken the chair on the 
first day of the Council, the roll of the Clergy shall be called, and also 
the roll of the Lay Delegates, whose certificates have been received 
by the Secretary, and if it be found that a constitutional quorum of 
fifteen of each order be present, the President shall declare that the 
Council is duly organized, and is ready for business. 


Section 3. In case of absence of Secretary of the Council, the 
vacancy shall be filled pro tempore by the Council. 


Section 4. After the organization of Council, the President shall 
appoint the following Council Committees: 


(1) A committee of two on Journal of Council with power to act 
during recess and report, of which the Secretary of the Diocese shall 
be chairman. 

(2) A committee of six, three of each order, on the Admission 
of New Parishes. 

(3) A committee of two, one of each order, on Credentials. 

(4) A committee of six, three of each order, on Constitution and 
Canons, with power to consider subjects brought to their notice be- 
tween the sessions of the Council. . 

(5) A Committee on Dispatch of Business, the number to be determined by 
the President of Council. 

(6) A Committee of nine, consisting of four clergymen and five laymen, on 
the Budget for The Church’s Program of the Diocese. 

(7) A Committee, of five members, on Abandoned Property. 

(8) A Committee, of four members, of which the Secretary of the Diocese 
shall be ex officio a member, on Parochial Reports. 


(9) A Committee of seven members, including the Bishop ex officio, 
on the Church Pension Fund. 


Section 5. The reports and addresses of the Bishop and the Bishop 
Coadjutor shall be in order at any time after the organization of Coun- 
cil and the appointment of the Council Committees, and shall have 
precedence over all other business. 


11.—Order of Business. 


Section 1. When no order of business has been adopted, the order 
shall be as follows: 


(1) Reading of the Minutes of the preceding day, but this may 
pee oped by a vote of a majority of the Council, taken without 
ebate. 
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(2) Petitions. 

(3) Election of officers. 

(4) Report of officers. 

(5) The report of Council committees. 
(6) The report of special committees. 
(7) Unfinished business. 

(8) Motions and resolutions. 


(This Order of Business subject to the adopted report of Committee on 
the Dispatch of Business.) 


l11l_—Order of Debate and Legislation. 


Section 1. All resolutions or motions shall be reduced to writing, 
and read by the Secretary to the Council, before they shall be debated, 
and no resolution or motion shall be considered until seconded. This 
rule, so far as it requires a reduction to writing, shall not apply to 
motions to adjourn, to postpone, to lay on the table, to refer to a 
committee, or other like parliamentary motions. 


Section 2. After a motion is stated by the President, or read by 
the Secretary, it shall be deemed in the possession of the Council, but 
may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before amendment or 
vote, with the consent of the second. 


Section 3. No new motion or proposition shall be admitted under 
color of an amendment or substitute for the matter under consid- 
eration. 


Section 4. If the question under debate contains several distinct 
propositions, the same shall be divided at the request of any member, 
and a vote taken separately; except that a motion to strike out and 
insert shall be indivisible. 


Section 5. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, 
a motion to amend the same may be made, but no further amendment 
to such second amendment shall be in order; but a substitute to both 
amendments may be received, and if adopted, shall operate as an 
amendment to the original proposition. ; 


Section 6. When a question is under consideration, no motion 
shall be received except to adjourn, to lay it upon the table, for the 
previous question, to postpone to a certain time, to postpone indefi- 
nitelv, to commit it, to amend it or to substitute for amendments as 
in the last section, and motions for any of these purposes shall have 
precedence in the order herein named. If a motion to lay an amend- 
ment on the table be adopted, the matter before the Council shall 
be considered as if no such amendment had been offered. 


Section 7. Motions to lay on the table and adjourn shall be de- 
cided without debate; and such motions shall always be in order, 
except while a member has the floor, or a vote on any question is 
being taken. 


Section 8. The previous question shall only be put when de- 
manded by a majority of those present. It shall be in this form: 
“Shall the main question now be put?” and, until decided, all debate, 
amendments, and other motions shall be out of order. 


Section 9. When a question has been decided by the Council or 
postponed indefinitely, a motion to reconsider can only be made by 
one member and seconded by another who voted with the majority. 
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A motion to reconsider must be made the same day the vote is 
taken, or on the succeeding day. 


Section 10. When a member desires to speak or present any 
matter to the Council, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully 
address himself to the President, and shall confine himself to the 
question under debate, avoiding all personalities. 


Section 11. If any member trespasses the rule of the Council, 
the President shall, or any members may, call him to order, in which 
case the member so called to order shall immediately take his seat, 
unless permitted to explain, until the question of the order is decided 
by the President, when he may proceed in order as ruled by the 
President. 


Section 12. All questions of order shall be decided by the Chair 
without debate, but any member may appeal from such decision, and 
on such appeal no member shall speak more than once without the 
permission of the Council. 


Section 13. The names of the movers of all resolutions shall ap- 
pear upon the Minutes of the Council. 


Section 14. When two or more members rise at once, the Presi- 
dent shall say who is entitled to the floor, and from his decision 
there shall be no appeal. 


Section 15. The vote on any question shall be taken by ayes and 
noes whenever seven members require it, or by orders whenever such 
vote is demanded by five members, as required by the Constitution. 


Section 16. Every member who may be in the house when the 
question is put shall give his vote, unless the Council, for special 
reasons, shall excuse him. 


Section 17. No member shall vote upon a question in the decision 
of which he is immediately and personally interested. 


Section 18. Upon a division and count no member shall be counted 
who is not within the limits assigned as seats of members. 


Section 19. The reports of all committees shall be in writing, and 
all reports recommending or requiring any action or expression of 
opinion by the Council, shall be accompanied by the proper resolu- 
tions expressing the same for the consideration of the Council. 


1V.—General Regulations. 


Section 1. No member shall absent himself from the meetings of 
the Council without leave, unless he be sick or unable to attend. 


Section 2. The President shall, at his discretion, select suitable 
seats without the limits of those allotted to the use of members, 
which shall be appropriated to the accommodation of visiting clergy- 
men and candidates for orders who may be invited by the Rector or 
Wardens of the Church in which the Council is held, under the direc- 
ticn of the President and Council. 


Section 3. No spectator shall, during the daily sessions of the 
Council, be admitted within the pews allotted to the Council; and the 
Rector and Wardens of the Church in which the Council is held are 
requested to see that this rule is enforced. 


Section 4. No rule of order shall be repealed, amended or sus- 
pended, except by a two-thirds vote.

The Sixtieth Annual, Council of the Diocese of Southern Vir- 
ginia met in St. Paul’s Church, Suffolk, Virginia, Tuesday, May 
13th, 1952, with the Bishop, the Rt. Rey, Ceoyeee Purnell Gunn, 
D.D. presiding. 


The Council opened with the Celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion, the Bishop being the Celebrant, and assisted by the Rt. 
Rev. William A. Brown, D. DaALEDs retired Bishop, by the Rev. 
John A: Winslow, rector of St. ‘Paul’s Church, and by the Secretary 
of the Council. 


At 10:30 A.M., the Bishop took the Chair, and called the

Be It Resolved by the Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia, the 


Councils of the Diocese of Virginia and the Diocese of Southwestern Vir- 
ginia concurring: 

First: That it is advisable that the charter of Stuart Hall, as heretofore 
amended, be further amended in the following respects: 


1. That the first paragraph of Section 1 as amended February 12, 1921 
be amended so as to read as follows: 
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“Section 1. The management and control of Stuart Hall (subject to the 
provisions hereinafter contained for the appointment of the two alumnae 
Trustees) shall be vested, as to one-third thereof in the Diocese of Vir- 
ginia, as to one-third thereof in the Diocese of Southern Virginia and 
as to one-third thereof in the Diocese of Southwestern Virginia, the 
same to be exercised by a Board of Trustees to consist of seventeen 
members.” 


2. That the amendment of Section 2 of the charter granted by the State 
Corporation Commission June 4, 1929, be further amended so as to read 
as follows: 

“Section 2. The Bishop of each of the three dioceses, ex officio, shall 

be a member of the Board of Trustees. 

“Two members of the Board of Trustees shall be alumnae of Stuart 

Hall and shall be elected on the nomination of the Stuart Hall Alumnae 

Association. They need not be residents of any of the said Dioceses. 

One of the first alumnae Trustees shall be elected for a term of two 

years and the other for a term of four years and thereafter the alumnae 

Trustees shall be elected for a term of four years. 


“The remaining twelve Trustees shall be elected by the Board, four 
from each of said Dioceses, in each case upon the nomination to be 
Trustee of the Council of the. Diocese from which such Trustee is 
elected. 


“Any vacancy caused by death or resignation may be filled by the Board 
of Trustees until a nomination thereto is made by the Council or 
Alumnae Association, entitled to nominate and an election had, such 
election to be for the unexpired term of the person so dying or re- 
signing. 

“Said remaining twelve Trustees now in office shall assign themselves 
to four classes, one Trustee from each Diocese in each class, and their 
term of office shall so expire that from and after the next regular elec- 


tion of Trustees the term of office of at least one class shall expire 
yearly. 

“Successors to the Trustees now in office shall be elected for a term of 
four years.” 


Second: That a certified copy of this resolution shall be delivered to 
said Board of Trustees and that said Board of Trustees be authorized to 
take appropriate action to secure the granting of the said amendments to 
the charter of Stuart Hall by the State Corporation Commission.

The re- 
port was received, and the Resolutions contained therein were 
adopted: 

THE RIDLEY FOUNDATION 


Committees of the Executive Board of the Diocese and the Executive 
Board, itself, have given careful consideration to the selection of a method 
of using the Ridley Plantation and the other assets left the Diocese by Miss 
Roberta M. Ridley “for the purpose of the establishment and maintenance 
of this property for charitable purposes” as directed in her will. After such 
consideration it has reached the conclusion that it is impracticable for the 
Diocese as such or for the Executive Board as such to accomplish what Miss 
Ridley intended. It is of the opinion that the best method is to turn the assets 
over to a non-stock corporation organized for charitable purposes and to 
allow that corporation to comply with Miss Ridley’s intention. 

With this in view it has organized a non-stock corporation, The Ridley 
Foundation, the purposes of which are stated in paragraph 3 of its charter, 
which reads as follows: 
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“The purposes for which it is formed are to establish and maintain on 
the plantation lying partly in Southampton County, Virginia, and partly 
in Northampton County, North Carolina, and known as Bloomfield which 
was devised to the Diocese of Southern Virginia by the late Roberta 
Mary Ridley, a memorial to the Ridley family of Southampton County, 
Virginia, to be used for charitable purposes, including but without 
limitation, the erecting, maintaining and conducting of homes, asylums, 
schools and hospitals for the needy and the operation thereof for chari- 
table purposes, and to do and perform all things incident to or necessary 
to the accomplishment of any and all of the foregoing purposes.” 


The corporation is at all times to be under the control of the Diocese. 

It is to be governed by a Board of Trustees consisting of not less than 
six and not more than twenty-one members, all of whom when elected must 
be members of the Executive Board of the Diocese, and they are to be elected 
by said Board. Its members alone have the power of voting at the annual 
meeting. For the present number of members of the Board of Trustees 
is fixed at six, two of whom are to serve for one year, two for two years, 
and two for three years. Starting in 1953 the number of persons equal to 
one-third of the members of the Board will be elected each year to serve 
for three years. 

The Executive Board of the Diocese is of the opinion that the steps 
contemplated should not be taken save with the approval and under the 
advice, guidance and direction of the Circuit Court of the County of South- 
ampton, in which Court the will was probated. 

It has instructed its counsel to initiate and prosecute to a conclusion the 
necessary legal proceedings. 

The Executive Board would like to have its action approved by this 
Council. 

Therefore, I offer the following resolutions: 


1. That the action of the Executive Board of the Diocese of Southern 
Virginia in connection with the estate of the late Roberta M. Ridley as set 
forth in the foregoing report, be and the same is hereby ratified and ap- 
proved. 

2. That counsel selected by the Executive Board be authorized and in- 
structed to file in the Circuit Court of Southampton County the proceedings 
necessary to have said Court determine whether or not the action proposed 
by the Executive Board of the Diocese and by this Council is a proper method 
of carrying out the wishes of the testatrix and if so, to obtain the approval 
of the Court and its advice, guidance and direction in all matters pertain- 
ing thereto. 

3. That copies of the foregoing report and these resolutions be certified 
by the Secretary of the Council and delivered to the counsel selected by the 
Executive Board for use in the contemplated legal proceedings. 


At the request of the president, Bishop Brown took the Chair. 


Mr. George Carrington Mason, Register and Historiographer 
of the Diocese, submitted his report, which was received and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Printing the Journal. (Appendix P.) 


The report of the Ven. Richard B. Martin, Archdeacon of 
the Colored Work in the Diocese, was received and referred to 
the Committee on Printing the Journal. (Appendix Q.) 


The Ven. Norman E. Taylor submitted his report by title. 
The report was received and referred to the Committee on Print- 
ing the Journal. (Appendix R.) 
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Mr. James Mann, Jr., chairman of the Committee on Con- 
stitution and Canons, reported as follows: 

1—That the proposed change in the dates of the meetings of the Council 
be not adopted. 
Bishop Gunn moved the substitute motion; That the matter of the 
proposed change in the dates of the meetings of the Council be re- 
ferred back to the Committee on Constitution and Canons, to be 
‘brought up at the next regular meeting of the Annual Council. 
The substitute motion was adopted. 

2—That the Resolution presented by the Rev. Lloyd M. Alexander, re- 
quiring vestrymen to take training for office at some vestrymens’ 
Institue, be referred to the Bishop’s Committee of Episcopal Laymen. 
The recommendation was adopted. 

3—That the confusion arising from the use of the word, “parish” in 
the constitution and canons of this Diocese requires considerable 
study, and it is therefore recommended that the matter be referred 
by the Bishop to the proper committee for further study. The recom- 
mendation was adopted, and Bishop Gunn referred the question back 
to the Committee on Constitution and Canons. 


The reports of the Theological Seminary of Virginia Stuart 


Hall, Chatham Hall and Camp Robert Hunt, Inc., were received 
and referred to the Committee on Printing the Journal. (Ap- 


pendix T.) 
Bishop Gunn took the Chair. 


A communication was received from the Executive Council 
of the Fellowship of Young Churchmen of the Diocese of Southern 
Virginia, asking that the Diocese continue its efforts towards the 
securing a site for a Conference Center. The communication, on 
motion, was referred to the diocesan Executive Board. 


On motion of the Rev. E. P. Bush, Jr., the committee which 
will prepare the program of the next Annual Council, was re- 
quested to consider 9:00 A. M. as the time set for the opening 
of each session of the Council. 


The following Resolution, presented by the Rev. Sydney C. 
Swann, was unanimously adopted: That the thanks of this Coun- 
cil be given to the rector, vestry and congregation of St. Paul’s 
Church for the excellent entertainment, and to the congregation 
of the Christian Church for the loan of their parish house. 


On motion, the Council dispensed with the reading of the 
Minutes, and requested Bishop Gunn and Bishop Brown to read 
them over, correct, and approve. 


With the singing of the Hymn, Blest Be The Tie That Binds, 
and with the Benediction by the Bishop, the Sixtieth Annual 
Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia adjourned sine die.

Appress AND REPORT OF THE BISHOP TO THE COUNCIL 


To the Clergy and Laity of the Sixtieth Council of the Diocese of Southern 
Virginia: 
“To the only wise God our Saviour, be glory and majesty, dominion 
and power, both now and ever. Amen.” 


Again we face another Counciliar year, There are signs on the horizon 
which indicate that the year ahead of us will bring something more of 
stabilization, may it please God so to be. All-out-war has so far been avert- 
ed. Total peace has not come, to be sure, yet the dogs of war have not been 
unleashed upon the entire world. 

We view the year to unfold with hope and optimism. This we must do, 
if we believe with all our hearts the teachings, and hold fast to the faith, 
of our blessed Lord. We are encouraged by remembering His words: “Peace 
I leave with you, my peace I give unto you. Not as the world giveth, give 
I unto you.” May we find His inner peace which the world cannot give, 
and surely the world can never take away. And may the Master’s peace 
also dwell in the hearts of men everywhere to the extent of compelling them 
to express His inner peace in outward expressions of how they live, and 
move, and act one with another. 

This being our hope and prayer for the world, surely we hope and pray 
and hold this for our diocese, this portion of God’s Kingdom upon earth, 
these thirty counties of the Old Dominion. 

In many ways we have had a good year in our diocesan life. To be sure, 
we have not accomplished all of our objectives, yet many things have been 
done in the Name of the Master. 

A brief outline of facts will be given here as a report on the state of 
the diocese. These facts are taken from the parochial reports turned in by 
May 7th, the date on which this report and address to council was com- 
pleted. By May 7th, more than three months after the 1st of February, the 
date General Church Canon No. 5 states as when the parochial reports are 
to be sent to the bishop of the diocese, by May 7th, the following reports 
had not been received: St. Luke’s, Chatham; St. Andrew’s, Danville; Mer- 
chants Hope, Prince George: St. George’s, Pungoteague; and Emmanuel, 
Kempsville. The first three of these churches have no minister serving them 
at the present time. While the parochial rports came in better this year, 
they were later than February 1st, for the most part, all the way down to 
not being in yet. We are optimistic enough, and conscious enough of the 
General Church Canon being binding on clergymen and laymen alike, to 
hope that next year we will have a perfect score. 

From the parochial reports received both early and late, we note that 
many of them do not have recorded all of the information required and 
needed for the secretary of council to send full and accurate totals to the 
secretary of the General Convention. Especially is this noticeable on the last 
page of the reports, which in many instances were left entirely blank. Treas- 
urers, vestrymen, and clergy, please note. The responsibility for this is a 
joint one. 

The number of our organized missions has been reduced from twenty 
to fifteen. This would indicate that the general trend is definitely to the 
point where there will be no unorganized missions in the diocese unless new 
missions are started. 
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We have three more rectories shown on this year’s reports than in 1951. 

One thing disturbing to me is that the number of baptisms decreased by 
twenty-eight. Surely there are many unchurched children and adults who 
should have the need of Holy Baptism brought to their attention and the 
opportunity for it afforded. 

The present number of communicants is 16,875. This is a decrease by 
fifteen. There is much confusion noticed in reporting communicants, possibly 
due to the new item on the parochial reports, “In community, but Inactive.” 
Because of this item some of the clergy made drastic cuts in the number of 
communicants reported. In certain instances, one third of the number of 
communicants was so reduced. This decrease is hardly off-set by the increase 
of seven in the number of persons confirmed in the calendar year of 1951 
as against the calendar year of 1950. 

The number of Church School officers and teachers was increased by 
twenty-five. A slight gain. More congregations should take seriously the need 
and possibility of starting Church Schools where they are not had. We are 
pleased with a reasonable increase in the number of Church School pupils 
by 778. We say we are pleased by this increase, but we are by no means 
satisfied. Our public schools are over-crowded with unprecedented numbers, 
and we believe our Church Schools should keep pace with public schools in 
number of children ministered to. 

For the first time in the history of Southern Virginia the total receipts 
by the parishes has passed the million dollar mark. Total Parish receipts 
amounted to $1,003,649.08. This is good, but a quick study of percentages 
as to how this over one million dollars were spent is not so satisfying. 
Please note carefully that:

The 14% of all parish monies spent outside the parishes include pledges 
to the Church’s Program, the Diocesan Assessment, and all other purposes 
and causes outside the local budget. Many Churches consider 20% of all 
monies received should be the minimum amount pledged to the Church’s 
Program alone. Some of our other Protestant brethren have the standard 
and actual achievement of contributing 50% of all monies received for 
Missionary and outside worthy and Godly causes. And further, the 3% left 
in parish treasuries is certainly not an accurate figure, as so many parochial 
reports failed to show total balances because the last sheet of the reports 
was entirely blank, as has been noted above. Let us take seriously to heart 
the proportion of monies spent on ourselves, and the proportion spent on 
others in the Name of the Master and His Work. 

As might have been expected, Church property values have decidedly 
increased. They now amount:to nearly seven and three quarter million dol- 
lars. In this connection, insurable property coverage is 75% of the value of 
the property insured, but this percentage is unevenly distributed. A few 
Churches carry a very low coverage. It would seem the wise and business- 
like thing to do to review property values and increase the amount of in- 
surance wherever necessary. Replacement values have mounted drastically 
on Church property as well as other types of real estate. Vestries are charged 
to look into this matter at their earliest convenience. 

Although considerable sums have been transferred from “Invested 
Funds,’ and used for building purposes, the total of endowments and in- 
vested funds amounts to nearly $400,000.00. We are quite sure that this 
figure should be much larger, as some of the Churches ‘which we believe 
to have endowments and invested funds have not so reported. Attention is 
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called for the third time to the necessity for the last page of the parochial 
report to be filled in. 

The total. indebtedness of the parishes ts proces unchanged, being 
in the amount of $199,566.49. As a few Churches have borrowed money in 
1951 for building purposes, we believe that the others which already have 
debts are reducing them systematically. At least, this is our optimistic belief 
and hope. It is a poor and unwise policy for Churches to become too heavily 
encumbered when times are good. How well this lesson should have been 
learned from the last depression, which I am old enough to remember quite 
well. 

On the whole, we feel that we have had a good year, but either by 
constitution, or by overwhelming ambition, we realize that there is room 
for improvement all along the line, and we are not satisfied. We cannot be 
too ambitious or zealous in our sights being raised to better set forward 
the Master’s Kingdom upon earth in this section of the same which has been 
committed to us under God, and placed in our care and keeping to work 
for Him and for His glory of His Name. 

We have three men whose preparation for the ministry will have been 
completed for us this June by two seminaries. These men I hope and plan 
to ordain as deacons, once their final requirements are met and certified. 
They are: 

Carlos Arbra Loop—School of Theology, Sewanee. 
Harry Thomas—School of Theology, Sewanee. 
Claude Charles Vache’—Seabury-Western Seminary. 


Each one of these men has stood high in his class, and has reflected 
credit upon himself and our diocese. Mr. Vache’ has won a scholarship for 
the past two years. We have another young man who has completed his 
preparation for the ministry, and has been serving acceptably as a Lay 
Reader at Grace Church, Yorktown, waiting for his term as a Candidate 
for Holy Orders to run its twelve onthe He is Cornelius Allen Zabriskie, 
and I hope and plan to ordain him deacon in June. 

The six men I ordained as deacons during the past counciliar year, I 
hope and plan to ordain to the priesthood very soon. They are:

Herewith is given a summary of my official acts in and for the diocese 
during the past counciliar year. A detailed account of these acts will be 
published in the journal of this council. 
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And now that there has been given the detailed information required 
on the state of the diocese, and the acts of the bishop, there are a few per- 
sonal remarks and observations I wish to make. 

As you know, the General Convention of the Church will meet this fall 
in Boston, between the dates, September seventh and nineteenth. It is hoped 
and expected that this General Convention will again stimulate the work of 
world wide Missions, and set our sights high in Missionary interest and 
giving. I feel sure that the four clergymen and the four laymen to be elected 
to represent Southern Virginia at this General Convention will be of high 
Christian character and of a courageous outlook. And, let it be said in pass- 
ing, that those not elected to be deputies to the General Convention, we are 
quite sure, are also of Christian character and courageous outlook. Those 
of:us who attend General Convention will attempt, I am confident, to absorb 
the information and inspiration given there, and bring it back to Southern 
Virginia. 

In speaking of the meeting of General Convention I am reminded of 
what I have already done concerning the next place of meeting of the 
House of Bishops. As you know, the House of Bishops meets about half way 
between the meetings of General Convention. Realizing how helpful it 
might be to have the bishops of the Church assembled in the very shadow 
of Jamestown Island, and there perhaps again refresh their minds with the 
fact that here the English Church took root and as a result the whole Church 
in this land is the heir to our founding fathers having brought their Church 
and Christian Religion with them when they set foot on Jamestown Island 
in the year 1607, I wrote last February to Bishop Sherrill, our presiding 
bishop, and invited the House of Bishops to meet with us at Williamsburg. 
I had already talked with the rector of Bruton Parish and he heartily 
agreed with me that it would be a fine thing for the geographical home and 
mother diocese of the whole Church in this great land of ours to be host to 
the bishops of the Church and have them assemble in the atmosphere and 
scenes of the first permanent English settlement in the United States. Who 
knows, it may be that some bishop will realize again that Jamestown of 
1607 is thirteen years older than Plymouth Rock of 1620. 

I was happy to receive the following letter from bishop Sherrill, dated 
the day he received my letter to him. He wrote: “Many thanks for your 
letter of February 6th, with a cordial invitation ... for the next meeting 
of the House of Bishops after the General Convention. I shall be most 
happy to present this to the House at our meeting in Boston. It seems to me 
a wonderful idea, and I cannot think of a finer place to go. This is the first 
invitation that has been received. I do not know what others there will be, 
or what. the Bishops will decide, but I write now to express by great ap- 
preciation.” 

At some place on the program of this meeting of our council, I would 
welcome a resolution adding the invitation of the council of the diocese to 
mine for the House of Bishops to meet in Williamsburg at the time of its 
next meeting, perhaps early in the year 1954. 
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We are pleased and honored with the prospect of a visit to our diocese 
for some six weeks this fall from a team of the National Department of 
Christian Education. Our own diocesan department of Christian Education 
has made wise and extensive plans for the schedule and program during 
the time this national team is with us, and I feel confident the whole diocese 
will benefit greatly from this stimulating and strengthening experience. All 
credit and honor to those who have made possible and Jaid the groundwork 
for this important happening in our diocesan family life. 

And I would also call attention to the fact that there will be a Clergy 
Conference at the Chatham Hall conference this year. This series of meetings 
with the clergy will be led by the Rev. W. Norman Pittenger, $.T.D., who 
was co-author with the Very Rev. James A. Pike, J.S.D., in writing the 
third book published so far in the new series on curriculum in our Church, 
“The Faith of the Church.” I very much hope that as many of our clergy 
as possible will be in attendance at this Clergy Conference, and that their 
vestries will not only be willing for their parsons to attend, but wherever 
necessary will assist financially in making it possible. I assure you it will 
be a good investment, and it should help in the quality of the sermons you 
will hear later. 

Appreciation is expressed for the generous response to the new system 
of assigning quotas to our congregations for the work of the Church’s Pro- 
gram. We feel that this is a most helpful and proportionate system, and in 
no case have I heard of a hardship being placed on any one congregation. 
As you know as well as I, the amount pledged from the diocese increased 
in this one year last past from $86,000.00 for the Church’s Program to $110,- 
000.00. This increase of $24,000.00 in one year is most encouraging in our 
belief that our people really are interested in setting forward the work of 
the Master right here at home in Southern Virginia, in the continental United 
States, and throughout the far flung Missionary Districts around the globe. 
Only a few congregations failed to catch the glorious vision on knowing the 
Christ and making Him known. 

In this same connection much credit is given to our loyal and efficient 
chairman of the Department of Promotion, who gave of himself, his time 
and talents, to make possible our success in setting forward the Master’s 
Kingdom, I refer to Mr. Seaborn J. Flournoy. Tireless was he in this Jabour 
of love in making many of us realize that the Master’s business is the most 
important business on earth, and deserves to be attended to in a business 
like manner. 

What shall I say of the scope and importance of world wide Missions? 
Obviously we cannot go to the end of the earth and fulfill the command of 
our Master that we preach the Gospel and make disciples of all men. But 
as obviously we have the means of making it possible for others to go, in 
our name, in the Name of the Christ who died for all men, and represent 
us and Him to them. 

Time does not permit me to do other than mention the work being done 
in the Name of the Son of God by Bishop Salinas in Mexico where actual 
persecutions and bodily injury are sustained by those who have the courage 
to call themselves Christians. Think of Brazil, that fascinating land, where 
we are establishing an independent National Episcopal Church and the 
greatest opportunity for Christianity is unfolding. I can but refer to Japan 
where it is said that as goes Japan, whether Christian or pagan, so goes the 
rest of the Orient for the next one thousand years. Think of Alaska where 
Bishops Rowe and Bentley, the latter a Hampton boy, travelled for thousands 
of frozen miles in winter by means or dog teams and laid the foundation for 
the Christ and His work to be developed yet more by Bishop Gordon in 
his Piper airplane. Of China, that politically chaotic land, where we must 
be ready to meet its overwhelming need and give our divinest best when 
the Lord again opens the door to Christian work. Think of Cuba, remem- 
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bering its political independence, yet realizing that there is no independence 
from the Master we dare proclaim. Of the Dominican Republic, Honolulu, 
and the Hawaiian Islands. Of Liberia now being served by Bishop Harris, 
who was our own Archdeacon for many years in Southern Virginia. 

No, time does not permit but a mention of the scope and extent, and 
importance too, of the work of Christ being done and made possible by 
your gifts of love through the Church’s Program. In Haiti, Panama, the 
Philippines, Puerto Rico and the Virgin Isles. Suffice it to say that there are 
“sent ones” who are there because you and I care enough to have the cross 
of the Crucified lifted in many lands, that weary eyes, blinded with sin and 
superstition and the fear and dread of evil spirits, may look upon the One 
who was bruised for their sakes, and rose again the third day and yearns 
for them to know that God is their loving Father and so loved the world 
that all who believe on His Son will be saved. All this is implied and 
blazoned forth in the appeal of the Church’s Program to which it is your 
blessed privilege and mine to contribute and hold up the hands of the 
Master in benediction and hope. 

And do I hear someone say: “Our quota is too much. Let us cut the 
budget all down the line. We cannot afford to be too generous. After all our 
church needs painting?’ Oh my brethren, in doing the Lord’s work it is not 
a case of doing His Will either at home or afield. It is rather a case of 
doing both, generously, lovingly, satisfyingly. 

Working toward this end by giving information and inspiration in prac- 
tical and definite ways is our Layman’s Work organized into the Presiding 
Bishop’s Committee on Layman’s Work in Southern Virginia, under the 
capable leadership of Col. Parry W. Lewis, and his associates in office. Also 
we have the Woman’s Auxiliary, whose new President is Miss Emily M. 
Hall, of Williamsburg. Great and blessed is the work of our laymen and 
laywomen. Their labours of love are well pleasing in the sight of the Master 
of men, and without them our diocese, and certainly your bishop, would be 
the poorer and less effective by far. 

And while expressing appreciation for loving and devoted service, I 
would not forget the great helpfulness and wise counsel of our Chancellor, 
Mr. Thomas H. Willcox. And I would mention, too, the helpfulness and 
Christian service and devotion of our two Archdeacons, the Ven. Norman 
E. Taylor, and the Ven. Richard B. Martin. What would any bishop or 
diocese do without valiant and faithful and loyal co-workers in carrying out 
the Master’s Business? 

I wonder sometimes if it is generally realized and understood how 
varied and compelling, and yes, exacting too, are the duties of those who 
attempt in humility to direct the diverse affairs of a diocese. How often have 
I longed to be at least two people that I might better serve you, the diocese, 
and our blessed Lord. Organizations have increased, meetings have multi- 
plied, correspondence has built up, budgets and programs are ever increas- 
ing in scope and detail, conferences are accumulating in number. And with- 
all a Bishop is Ordained and Consecrated to be a “Father in God.” 

With this in mind I made bold to suggest to a recent meeting of our 
Executive Board that it would be of help to the bishop, and of advantage 
to our diocese to have someone who could take over much of the adminis- 
trative duties which now fall upon the bishop. My hope and prayer was 
and is that I would have time released thereby to be a better and more 
available bishop to the clergy and people of the diocese. I was heartened 
and encouraged by the generous and unanimous response with which my 
suggestion met. In my twenty years of privilege and service in Southern 
Virginia I have never known of a suggestion being more cordially or spon- 
taneously received. This encourages me to believe that my suggestion was 
a sound one. 

By unanimous action the Executive Board, acting under its duly con- 
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stituted authority, authorized the bishop to employ an Executive Adminis- 
trator for the diocese. 

Now I am quite sure that you wish to know the detail of the duties of 
such an official of the diocese. I therefore quote the exact outline of duties 
of the Executive Administrator of the Diocese of Southern Virginia as I 
sent them to the one man it was my humble prayer would feel led by God 
to take up these duties for the Master and for you. Here is the outline: 


i—To work closely with and be Executive Secretary for the Department 
of Promotion in the accomplishment of continuous year-round pro- 
motional work. 

2—To work closely with the Department of Finance. 

3—To promote and supervise generally the Jamestown Churchman, as 
one of the important elements of the matter of Publicity. 

4—-To work closely with the program of accomplishments of the Com- 
mittee on Diocesan Survey. 

5—To work in conjunction with and promote the programs of the three 
Diocesan Institutions: Jackson-Feild Home, Boys Home, and Dabney 
House and Hospital. 

6—To work with the Board responsible for the affairs of the Ridley 
Foundation. 

7—To institute action in connection with Abandoned Church Property. 

8—To administer and promote all Public Relations for the Diocese of 
Southern Virginia. 

9—To coordinate and promote the whole scope of Diocesan work. 


It must be quite obvious to anyone that no man can hope to fulfill all 
of these duties at once. It may very well be that other duties will arise, and 
some of the general objectives above outlined will not be so pressing or 
advisable. There is latitude allowed for and anticipated in this newly 
created position. In general, the work of the Executive Administrator will 
be something like that of a city manager who coordinates and executes much 
of the administrative work to be done. 

The financial details incident to this office have been worked out and 
agreed upon by both the Department of Finance for the diocese, and the 
diocesan Executive Board. They have also been agreed upon by the bishop 
and the one who has accepted the new position and post. They will be pre- 
sented to Council. 

I am sure you are interested to know who is the one your bishop has 
approached and appealed to on the basis of his answering a call to service 
in setting forward God’s Kingdom along very necessary and practical lines. 
I will read his letter of acceptance of this call to loving service. I quote:— 


“Dear Bishop Gunn: 


I beg to acknowledge your letter, with enclosures, of April 4, 1952, in 
which you officially offer me the position of Executive Administrator for 
the Diocese of Southern Virginia in accordance with the Resolution of the 
Executive Board of the Diocese passed March 18, 1952, and as outlined in 
the enclosures accompanying your letter. 

As you know from our several conferences of the past month in con- 
nection with this matter, I have been greatly interested and have given it 
most serious and careful consideration. You also know that I have been and 
am most anxious to undertake this work and have only delayed giving you 
definite assurance that I would accept the position because I felt it right 
and necessary to be sure of my qualifications and of my ability to meet 
personal financial obligations. 

I am now most happy to inform you definitely that I will accept the 
position under the terms of the Resolution and the enclosures with your 
letter of April 4, 1952, which outline in general the duties of the position 
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and the details of expenditures to be charged to the expense account. As I 
have mentioned to you in conference, I will normally retire from active 
Naval Service the end of next January and can assume the duties of the 
position as of April 1, 1953. 

It means a great deal to me to know of your personal conntence and 
friendship and that I can expect to work so closely with you and can hope 
to lighten your administrative responsibilities. Also I am very happy that 
the position has been created and the offer made to me with the unanimous 
approval of the Executive Board and others. 

I pray that you and the Board and I have all made good decisions in 
connection with this important matter and I assure you I will continue to 
pray for God’s guidance that I may be able to contribute to the promotion 
of His Kingdom in this Diocese.

I have quoted this letter from Admiral Davis in full to enable those 
who may not know him to grasp something of the quality of the consecration 
and devotion of this high naval official and humble servant of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. I personally feel that not only I, as your bishop, but the whole 
diocese as well will begin very soon to see the results of the work and con- 
secration of this gifted and experienced co-worker with your bishop, the 
Executive Board, and with you. I honestly believe that if I make no other 
contribution to the good and advancement of this diocese, the fact that Ad- 
miral Davis joined our diocesan staff when I am bishop will be credited on 
the positive side of the tally sheet of my Episcopate. 

In closing may I repeat the thought with which this Address and Report 
began. We face a new counciliar year. There are signs and indications 
which indicate that the year to come will bring something more of stabiliza- 
tion and achievement. We must view the year to unfold with hope and 
optimism, if we believe with all our hearts the teachings, and hold fast to 
the faith, of our blessed Lord. 

Let us weary not in well doing. Let us take to heart the seriousness of 
our world situation, realizing that as the anti-Christ doctrine of Communism 
seeks to spread its influence over the remaining half of the world yet free, 
our Christian faith is the only thing left to resist it. May our faith be firm, 
our love unadulterated, and our courage high. May our generosity be 
worthy of us as Christians, that the banner of the Crucified may yet fly in 
many lands, and the radiance of the Cross of Calvary shine into countless 
lives.

REPORT OF THE STANDING CoMMITTEE 


To the 60th Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


On May 9, 1951 at the 59th Annual Council of the Diocese, The Rev. 
Francis H. Craighill, The Rev. David C. George, The Rev. Theodore V. 
Morrison, Messrs. George P. Townsend, Wm. P. Dickson, Jr. and George 
R. Humrickhouse were elected as the Standing Committee for the 60th 
Councilliar. 

The Committee met on June 1, June 20, September 6, October 22 and 
December 11, in the year 1951, and on January 16, March 18 and March 29 
in 1952. 

At the first meeting of the Committee on June 1, 1951, The Rev. Francis 
H. Craighill was elected President and Mr. Wm. P. Dickson, Jr. was elected 
Secretary. At that time the Executive Secretary of the Diocese was requested 
to assist the Secretary in the clerical work of the Committee. The work of 
the Committee for the year is hereinafter set forth in outline form.

Advised the Executive Secretary of the Diocese that the 
policy of the Committee for the next year would be that 
all persons making application for recommendation to the 
Bishop should be interviewed by the Committee before 
action is*taken on their admission as candidates for Holy 
Orders, or in the case of Candidates already admitted 
before action is taken on their Ordination. 

Gave consent to the Trustees and Vestry of St. Andrews 
Church, Norfolk, Virginia, for permission to encumber the 
Rectory property of the Church. 

Gave consent to. the Vestry Committee of the St. Michaels 
Mission, Bon Air, Virginia, to purchase certain property 
formerly owned by the Methodist Church, and to encum- 
ber the property to the extent of $6,000.00 in order to pay 
for it and for improvements and repairs. 


Gave permission to the Vestry of Emmanuel Church, Cape 
Charles, Virginia, to borrow the sum of $4,500.00 for the 
purchase of property adjacent to the Church, and to en- 
cumber the property so purchased to amortize part of the 
purchase price.

Gave consent to the Vestry of the Church of the Epiphany, 
Norfolk, Virginia, to purchase a dwelling house across the 
street from the Church for $32,000.00 to be used as a Par- 
ish House, and to encumber that property, together with a 
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vacant lot and the present Rectory owned by the Church, 
in order to secure a loan necessary to pay the purchase 
price. \ 
Gave consent to the Vestry of Grace Church, Yorktown, 
Virginia, to borrow $7,500.00, if they so desired, to com- 
plete the payment of additions made to the Church building 
and Sunday School Rooms, it being understood that it 
might not be necessary for the Vestry to borrow the money. 


Jan. 16, 1952. Noted in the files of the Committee that the Church of the 
Epiphany, Norfolk, Virginia, had decided not to purchase 
certain property for use as a Parish House, permission 
for which had been granted on December 11, 1951. 

Gave consent to the Vestry of St. Andrews Episcopal Church, 
Lawrenceville, Virginia, to place an additional encum- 
brance upon the Rectory of the Church to secure a loan, 
the proceeds of which were needed to complete payment 
for the installation of a heating system in the Church.

Committee met in the Diocesan Office at the request of the Bishop and in 
the capacity as a Council of Advice to the Bishop. 

On March 21, 1952 The Rev. Francis H. Craighill, President of the 
Committee, was stricken with a heart attack and has since that time been 
confined in the Hospital in Richmond, Virginia. During his absence the Sec- 
retary of the Committee has presided.

Meetings of the Executive Board were held in the conference room of 
the diocesan offices May 24, September 18 and November 20 in 1951 and 
on January 22, March 18 and May 12 in 1952. The May 12 meeting was 
held in Suffolk on the day preceeding this Council, and its work is therefore 
not included in this report. 

Bishop Gunn presided at each meeting. It was the pleasure of the Board 
to have Bishop Brown in attendance. Each meeting was opened with prayer 
and closed with the Benediction. Noon Day prayers for Missions were said 
at each meeting. The agenda for all meetings included financial statements 
to date under all diocesan accounts, also reports from the chairmen of the 
Departments of the Board.

A letter of appreciation was sent to the Rev. J. F. W. Feild, retiring 
chairman of the Department of Christian Education. A suggested plan of 
rotation of membership on the Board was approved, so far as the Board 
is concerned. Requested the Editor of the Jamestown Churchman to publish 
Church Program information under the headings of Quotas, Subscribed and 
Paid. Received from the Fifty-Ninth Annual Council the report of the com- 
mittee on Financial Reports to Council, and appointed a committee of three, 
with Mr. James E. Etheridge as chairman, to study the report. Appointed 
a committee of three, with Mr. H. McR. Pinner as chairman, to study the 
Reference from the Fifty-Ninth Annual Council relative to supplementing 
Bishop Brown’s retirement income. Continued, with appreciation, the com- 
mittee on Church Program Quotas, Mr. Robert B. Tunstall, chairman. Re- 
quested the Department of Missions to set the salary of each married 
Clergyman in the Mission field at the rate of $3,000.00 per annum, with 
rectory, effective June Ist, 1951, and to consider a graduated scale of mis- 
sionary salaries, based on the number of children in each family and the 
length of service in the missionary field. Directed that each married Mis- 
sionary Clergyman in the Diocese be given $50.00 in 1951 for each child 
in his family; but that the total amount given to any one family shall not 
exceed $150.00. Authorized the Ridley committee on Farm and Buildings 
to rent the Ridley farm for a term not to exceed five years, reserving the 
right to ingress and egress, and the right to take back the house and such 
surrounding acreage as the committee shall determine after one year’s 
notice, and that the said committee be given the authority to sign for the 
Diocese whatever lease shall be required. Appointed a committee, consisting 
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of Mr. S. J. Flournoy and Mr. H. McR. Pinner to advise with the treasurer, 
and with power to act, as to the handling of cash and securities received 
from the Ridley Estate. 


SEPTEMBER 18, 1951 
16 members present 


Received from the vestry of Christ and St. Luke’s, Norfolk, a request 
that vestries be informed, at least two weeks before the meeting of the An- 
nual Council, as to the Church’s Program and the quotas to be assigned to 
each Church. The Board agreed to comply with this request so far as pos- 
sible. The Bishop commented upon the extensive and attractive improve- 
ments made in the diocesan offices through the generosity of interested 
friends. A rising vote of thanks was given to those who had made these 
improvements possible. A communication was addressed to the Rev. Paul 
C. Martin expressing regrets because of his illness and hope for his speedy 
recovery. Directed that from the contingent account of the Diocese Bishop 
Brown be paid for visitations made at the request of Bishop Gunn, as fol- 
lows: $25.00 for each visitation plus travel at the rate of eight cents per 
mile, plus other incidental expenses. Approved the action of the Treasurer 
of the Diocese in the purchase of $50,000.00 in shares of accredited Building 
and Loan Associations, said purchase having been made from funds turned 
over to him by the Executors of the Roberta M. Ridley Estate. Directed that 
the diocesan office be paid at the rate of $300.00 per annum from funds of 
the Ridley Estate for clerical work and for handling the accounts of the 
said Estate, Clarified a former Resolution so as to read, “That the furnish- 
ings in any Church declared abandoned by the Committee on Abandoned 
Church Property, be disposed of by the Bishop.’ Adopted the title of “Di- 
rector of Christian Education” for the office held by the Rev. Donald H. 
Allen. Increased slightly the 1951 Church Program allotment to the Depart- 
ment of Christian Education in order to provide for a corresponding in- 
crease in Mr. Allen’s salary. Mr. S. J. Flournoy having requested to be re- 
lieved from the office of chairman of the Timber Committee of the Ridley 
Estate because of his responsibility as chairman of the Department of Pro- 
motion, the Board expressed appreciation of Mr. Flournoy’s services, and 
appointed Mr. J. Russell Kirk to take his place on the Timber Committee. 
Directed that Mr. Thos. H. Willcox be paid a fee for his services as at- 
torney for the Diocese in the settlement of the Ridley Estate, Requested the 
chairman of Promotion to approach General E. Sclater Montague on the 
subject of establishing a Division of Publicity under the Department of 
Promotion. 


NOVEMBER 20, 1951 
17 members present 


Referred to the Committee on Finance the question of sending delegates 
to the Pan Anglican Congress in 1954, also that of helping to defray the 
expenses of an English Bishop to the Congress. The Bishop announced the 
appointment of the Rev. Richard B. Martin, rector of Grace Church, Norfolk, 
as Archdeacon for the Colored work of the Diocese, Mr. Martin to give 
part time to this duty. Adopted unanimously, and by a rising vote the fol- 
lowing Resolution: 


“That the Executive Board regrets that the term of office of Mrs. J. 

Bilisoly Hudgins as President of the Woman’s Auxiliary and mem- 
ber of this Board has expired; that it is the sense of this Board 
that Mrs. Hudgins has performed her duties with human under- 
standing, efficiency and Christian spirit; and that this Board now 
ae to Mrs. Hudgins a standing vote of appreciation and 
thanks.” 
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The Board stood in silence, after which prayer was offered by the 
Bishop, in memory of the late Edwin Royall Carter, D.D., rector of Christ 
Church, Petersburg. 

Bishop Brown, chairman, reported for the Committee on Abandoned 
Church Property, stating that the committee has declared ten churches in 
this Diocese to be abandoned. Bishop Brown outlined the proper steps to 
be taken in the disposal of this abandoned property. A committee was ap- 
pointed to communicate with those churches which are in arrears in the 
payment of their assessments for diocesan expenses for the years 1949 and 
1950. Through some oversight, the Diocese did not subscribe the full amount 
of the quota assigned for the General Church Program for 1951. The treas- 
urer was directed to pay this quota in full, if his 1951 collections permit him 
to do so. The Bishop was requested to write to the Clergy of the Diocese, 
bringing to their attention the meagre payments from the churches for the 
work of the American Bible Society, and to suggest to the Clergy ways 
and means of increasing contributions for this objective. Referred to the 
Committee on Finance the question of the support of The Jamestown Church- 
man. Created a Department of Finance from the membership of the Board, 
with Mr. James Land as its chairman. Authorized the Bishop to enlarge the 
Committee on the Survey of the Diocese, and requested the committee to 
study the question of the employment of trained persons to assist in the 
survey. Voted to form a Corporation to hold title to the property left to the 
Diocese under the Will of the late Roberta Mary Ridley, and to manage the 
same. Mr. Thos. H. Willcox, attorney, was asked to draw up the papers 
creating this Corporation, naming the members of the Executive Board as 
its Directors. Voted to submit detailed plans of any contemplated use of the 
Ridley Estate to the Annual Council of the Diocese, before adopting any 
particular use. The former Committee on the Use of the Ridley Estate was 
discharged with the thanks of the Board, and a new committee was formed 
with Mr. C. Edgar Gilliam as its chairman. Instructed the Department of 
Missions, in consultation with the Department of Finance, to consider the 
possibility of increasing the stipends of Clergy in Mission parishes, looking 
towards the churches concerned to bear their proportionate share of the 
increase. Rescinded a former resolution which directed that Mite Box Offer- 
ings shall not be used as part payment of subscriptions to the Church’s Pro- 
gram, and referred to the Department of Christian Education for study the 
question of the Diocese furnishing its own Mite Boxes. 


JANUARY 22, 1952 
20 members present 


The Board welcomed to its membership Miss Emily M. Hall, the newly 
elected president of the Woman’s Auxiliary. In his comments, the Bishop 
referred to the loss by death of the following members of the Diocese: The 
Rev. Norman F. Marshall, The Rev. Henry T. Butler, and Mr. James S. 
Darling. With the members of the Board standing, the Bishop offered prayers 
in commemoration of the faithful departed. 

Mr. Thos. H. Willcox, Attorney, submitted a proposed charter for the 
incorporation of the Roberta Mary Ridley Foundation. In connection with 
this report, Mr. C. E. Gilliam, chairman, reported for the Committee on the 
Use of the Ridley Estate. The report of Mr, Willcox was discussed item by 
item, and the following Resolution was adopted: 


“That Thomas H. Wilcox, counsel for the Ridley Trust, be and he is 
fully authorized and requested to proceed to inaugurate The Ridley 
Foundation as a charitable corporation, the charter thereof to sub- 
stantially conform to the original draft and amendments thereto 
approved this day by this Board; Mr. Willcox to have full authority 
to determine the final text necessary or proper to carry out the 
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intent as expressed in said amendments, and draft so as to conform 
the final draft to the sense of the said amendments. 


“Mr. Willcox is further empowered to take all necessary and proper 
steps to convey the real estate belonging to the Trust, conveyed by 
the Will of Miss Ridley, to said corporation; and 


“He is further fully empowered to take the necessary steps to secure 

the approval of the Court wherever required by law or, in his 
judgment, it is advisable so to do, in respect to anything else pur- 
suant to this Resolution, and generally to do everything necessary 
and proper to carry out the sense of this Resolution.” 


The following officers and other Trustees of The Ridley Foundation 
were elected for the first year:

The Board voted not to make any specific recommendation on the use 
of the Ridley Foundation to the next meeting of the Annual Council. A 
special committee was requested to study into the advisability of establishing 
on the property a center to be used for charitable purposes for Negroes. At 
a subsequent meeting, the members of the Department of Christian Social 
Relations were named to constitute this committee, with the power to call 
in others as advisors. 

Mr. S. J. Flournoy, chairman of the Department of Promotion, reported 
an expectation from the churches of the Diocese, and from other sources, 
in the amount of $116,000.00. Mr. Flournoy’s report was received with a 
rising vote of thanks and the following budget of -The Church’s Program 
for 1952 was adopted:

Mr. James R. Land, chairman of the Department of Finance recom- 
mended a budget of diocesan expenses for 1952. The budget was approved 
and referred to the next Annual Council. This budget will be presented 
under a separate item on the agenda of this Council. 

To the regret of the Board, Dr. Dabney S. Lancaster stated that his 
many duties will not permit him to continue as chairman of the Committee 
on the Survey of the Diocese. The Board voted that the next chairman of 
this Committee be made a member of the Department of Missions. Approval 
in principle was given to the recommendation that a Children’s Advent 
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Offering be inaugurated for the work of the Boy’s Home, Inc., the Jackson- 
Feild Home, and Dabney Community House and Hospital. Rescinded the 
action taken at the last meeting with reference to the Easter Mite Boxes 
and moved that when so requested by any Church, the Easter Mite Box 
Offerings be not included as a part of payment of pledges to the Church’s 
Program for 1953, but be used as special offerings for Church Program 
work. A committee was appointed to study into the policy in force at the 
Dabney House Infirmary, with special reference to rates charged, the num- 
ber and the type of patients served, the number of weeks of operation, etc., 
and to make suggestions to the Board. Resolutions were adopted in memory 
of the late James S. Darling of Hampton. The Rey. F. H. Craighill was 
asked to work with the Virginia Council of Churches in the matter of the 
Virginia State laws relative to the amount of property and securities per- 
mitted to be held by a congregation. 


Marcu 18, 1952 
16 members present 


Following the report submitted by Archdeacon Martin some time was 
spent in discussion of the lack of Colored Candidates for the Ministry. Mr. 
S. J. Flournoy, chairman of the Department of Promotion, reported that 
total pledges from the churches have now reached $110,174.17 for the 1952 
Church’s Program, and that he hopes to bring the amount up to $116,000.00 
from churches which have not yet pledged and from other sources. Accepted 
and recommended to the Council Committee on Program and Budget, a 
Church’s Program Asking Budget for 1953, in the total amount of $125,000.00, 
together with quotas to be assigned, as worked out by the Department of 
Finance, Requested the Committee on Program and Budget to submit this 
information to all vestries prior to the next meeting of the Annual Council. 
Requested Dr. Dabney S. Lancaster to make a survey and study of conditions 
at St. Paul’s Polytechnic Institute and that Dr. Lancaster and Mr. Earl H. 
McClenney, president, be asked to report to the Annual Council. Adopted 
the following Resolution: 


“The Bishop is authorized to employ an Executive Administrator, to 
be responsible to the Executive Board of the Diocese, at an annual 
salary of $5,000.00, with an additional $5,000.00 per year, if neces- 
sary for expenses in connection with his duties. In view of the 
fact that it will take several years for the Administrator to carry 
out any constructive program, the Executive Board requests an 
evaluation of the whole scope of his work at the end of three years.” 


The Department of Finance was asked to find ways and means of 
financing the provisions of the foregoing Resolution, and to report to the 
next meeting of the Board. Instructed the Department of Finance to ask 
the Annual Council to give the Executive Board the authority to fix the 
rates of assessments for diocesan expenses for the year 1953. The secretary 
pointed out certain confusions in the use of the word, “parish,” by the 
General Church and by the Constitution and Canons of this Diocese. The 
matter was referred to the Committee on Constitution and Canons. The 
secretary was advised to send to the parishes prior to the meeting of the 
Annual Council, one copy of the Council Handbook for the Minister, and 
one for the vestry; also a mimeographed sheet indicating offices to be filled 
by Council elections. The Bishop announced the appointment of a new com- 
mittee on the Survey of the Diocese, with Mr. John M. Gessell as its 
chairman.

REportT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF MISSIONS 


Bishop Gunn and Members of the Council: 


The word Missions, like so many words in our Church Vocabulary, needs 
an occasional overhaul job. How many times in one year do we hear this 
word used? And what happens? Our minds picture a far-off corner of the 
world, some near primitive people, a kindly missionary laboring under 
enormous handicaps. That is fine as far as it goes. But it can miss the real 
object of Missions. And that object is to win men to Christ. 

The words come so simply, yet behind them is the zeal, the fervor that 
should grow in our own hearts to have others share with us the Christian 
life. In proportion to our own joy and thanksgiving for the life we share in 
common we are able to transmit this Good News to others. 

So Missions begins at home. It begins in our own front yards. For it 
begins with us. It begins in response to God’s love and in answer to man’s 
need. Certainly in Southern Virginia we have a fertile field. The latest 
count shows that some one million or more people live in our Diocese. A 
glance at the map shows us that a majority of the land and a majority of 
the population is Rural. That is, most of our people live in small towns or 
Rural Areas. And yet, our Communicant population is predominantly Urban. 
This says that while we are geographically a Rural Diocese we have not ~ 
yet risen to meet this opportunity. We are still a town centered Church in 
Southern Virginia. Of our seventeen thousand odd communicants the large 
majority live in towns such as Norfolk, Petersburg and Danville. From these 
facts it should be clear that our Diocese is not serving the Rural areas as 
it should. 

This is not the whole picture of our Missionary job. Right in the towns 
where our Churches are the largest, statistics show that their growth is 
falling far short of the increase in population. 

In short, the picture of our real condition in Southern Virginia presents 
us with a tremendous call to be Missionary right on our front door steps. 

The Department of Missions is set up to be your Committee through 
which our joint Diocesan efforts are channeled. Part of our job is to acquaint 
you with the facts. We feel that you will be interested. More than that, we 
know you will want to do something about our Missionary opportunity right 
here. 

This Department does not pretend to have all the answers to this tre- 
mendous undertaking. However, certain things are powerfully clear: We 
need your cooperation. This can be felt through your interest in the Mission- 
ary task of the Diocese as individuals and as local Churches. You can do 
the job of selling Missions back at home. You can see to it that your local 
Churches cooperate in this task. We need your ideas and suggestions. We 
need your prayers. And we need your material support. To carry out this 
Department’s program in 1953 will require $39,000.00. This Budget attempts 
to do several things. First, it helps to support already established Missions 
and Mission Clergy. Second, it attempts to relieve some of the economic 
pinch on the men already in the field.t And lastly, it seeks to broaden the 
scope of the Missionary work of our Diocese.” 

Won’t you support this program in every way that you can? Our Lord 


said to His Disciples, “I tell you, lift up your eyes, and see how the fields 
are already white for harvest.” 
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Here I would like to say that, beginning last June, the salaries of mar- 
ried Clergymen under the Department of Missions was raised from $2,800.00 
to $3,000.00. Also, an allowance was made for Clergymen with children. 
$50.00 a year was added to their salaries for each child, with a limit of 
$150.00 to any one family. At the beginning of this year the children’s allow- 
ance was doubled, the present limit to a Clergymen being $300.00. We also 
increased the New Car allowance from $300.00 to $500.00. This fund is 
administered on the basis of merit and need by the Department. 

“You will note that an item of $4,800.00 appears in our 1953 Budget for 
Extensive Missionary Work. The best way to illustrate the way this money 
will be used is to tell you how similar amounts in the past. Last summer 
this Department, together with the Bishop, established a Clergyman in Ap- 
pomattox Court House, serving Churches in Appomattox, Buckingham, and 
Cumberland Counties. This is brand new work. Also, last summer a Semi- 
narian wds supported to serve the new Bon Air Church, near Richmond.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN SOCIAL RELATIONS 


To the 60th Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


Your Department of Christian Social Relations has held a number of 
meetings since the last meeting of Council. Unfortunately a full session at 
any one time was not possible. Several of our members are busy Clergy, 
several active professional Social Workers and several hard working lay- 
men, and, because of pressing work we were not able to attend at the same 
time. 

Your Department has been and is cooperating with the Interdenomina- 
tional Religious Work Foundation of Virginia in the Diocese and State. 
Through this Foundation chaplains and religious educational workers work 
with the men and women in our State Institutions. 

Your Department co-operated with the National Department of Chris- 
tian Social Relations in making several surveys. 1st—of the Department it- 
self. 2nd—of the 3 Diocesan Institutions and 3rd—of 5 Churches and Missions 
in the Diocese. These surveys have proven valuable not only to the National 
Department but to your own Department and to the several groups that had 
an active part in the Survey. Much more will come to this Department when 
these Surveys are completed. Speaking for the Department itself it showed 
us how far we have to go to be a real full rounded Department of Christian 
Social Relations. 

Through your Department a pamphlet has béen published. It is the 
hope of the members of the Department that the article on “What is Chris- 
tian Social Relations” will give a simple and clear understanding of the 
work for a group in small or large Parishes and Missions. Also a very 
interesting article on the three Diocesan Institutions, to awaken the interest 
of every member of the Church in the Diocese in the work of these Institu- 
tions that the Diocese may be able to render greater financial assistance to 
them. 

Your Department is and has been working on a project which at first 
blush might seem rather simple but which is, however, a very complicated 
and tedious task—the making of a Social Service Directory for the Diocese. 
We are hoping to have this project ready in the near future. 

The Executive Board of the Diocese at its meeting on March 18th re- 
quested this Department to (quote) “study the need for and feasibility of 
establishing on the Ridley Estate a center for charitable purposes for Ne- 
groes.” At its last meeting the Department considered this request in con- 


sultation with the Bishop and will proceed to carry out the request as soon 
as possible.

REPORT OF THE JACKSON-FEILD HOME 


I am happy to report the affairs of the Jackson-Feild home are in splen- 
did order. 

This condition is due to the cooperation of the supporting organizations, 
for which the board of Managers is deeply grateful. 

In this connection and on behalf of the-Board of Managers, I wish to 
thank the Executive Committee for its untiring efforts and their individual 
devotion to this wonderful work. This committee is composed of Mr. George 
B. Townsend, Chairman; Mr. Henry M. Pinner, Mrs. Henry M. Pinner, 
The Rev. Frank L. Rose, Mr. Edward A. Wyatt, IV, and Mr. Carter Feild. 

You would be astounded to know how much of themselves these busy 
people give to the Home. 

At present we have thirty “Little Women” at Jackson-Feild Home. You 
will be interested to know that 15 of these are from Baptist homes, 4 are 
from Methodist, 2 are from Episcopal, and the remaining 9 seem to have no 
church affiliations. 

Since the establishment of the Home in 1925 it has opened its doors to 
166 children. The cost per child per year is $811.47 as against $614.64 for 
1950. In order to comply with the State’s fire marshall orders we are spend- 
ing $600.00 eliminating certain fire hazards in the main building. The Rev. 
Paul Kratzig has taken some pre-arranged technicolor motion pictures of the 
Home and its many activities. I understand these films are available to any 
Parish in the Diocese for the asking plus $1.00 for the upkeep. We are deeply 
grateful to Mr. Kratzig for these pictures which have not only delighted the 
children, but have stimulated a keen interest in the Home whenever shown. 
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What is now the Jackson-Feild Home was once known as “Walnut 
Grove”: I like to call it the dimple of the Diocese.

REPORT OF COMMUNITY HOUSES IN THE DIOCESE OF 
SOUTHERN VIRGINIA 


To the Bishop of the Diocese of Southern Virginia, Sixtieth Council: 


The year 1951 was a year of great progress and advancement at the 
Community Center and Hospital. With the new equipment and enlarged 
quarters the staff was able to carry on in a more adequate and efficient 
manner. The nurse, Miss Mae Bonner, was kept busy and at times had all 
of the hospital beds filled with patients. In this way the Hospital ministers 
to a large area or rural people in a Christian manner, bringing relief to 
them in their suffering and needs. Those admitted to the Hospital are mostly 
maternity cases. Clinics are held regularly at the Hospital by Dr. Wigington 
for both white and colored patients. Over 1,200 patients are examined for 
their health and ailments during each year. 


Deaconess Dunlap continues to carry on her efficient work of visitation 
and teaching of religious education to school pupils daily at Dabney House. 
And on Sundays you will find her at as many of the mission churches as 
possible, helping and teaching in the Sunday Schools. Miss Bonner also 
teaches a class each Sunday morning and helps out in the afternoons when 
she can. 


Last year Deaconess Dunlap attended the Youth Conference at Averett 
College in Danville while Miss Bonner was the nurse at the Adult Con- 
ference at Chatham Hall. 


In the way of maintenance last year the buildings were thoroughly 
treated for termites and new screens were installed in Dabney House and 
Hospital. A new sink was installed in the kitchen at Dabney House. Dabney 
House was presented with an electric stove by Mr. Edmunds of Halifax and 
a much needed electric hot water heater was installed, so that they did not 
have to make a fire and heat the water from the large wood stove in the 
kitchen. 


In this way through your support and the appropriations received from 
the Executive Board, your Board of Managers is able to care for the build- 
ings and needs at the Community Center which enables the work of minister- 
ing to the sick and Christianity to be brought to the people of this area.

Report oF THE WoMAN’s AUXILIARY 
MAY 14, 1952 


To the 60th Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


Gentlemen: 


I have the honor and privilege of reporting to you the year’s work of 
the 5,330 members of the 108 branches of the Woman’s Auxiliary in 101 
different parish churches in the Diocese of Southern Virginia. I can speak 
with great pride of their accomplishments because the work is that of my 
predecessor as Diocesan President, Mrs. J. Bilisoly Hudgins. I succeeded 
her in office only as of January 1, 1952; and this report covers principally 
the year 1951. These 5,330 women, some Marys and some Marthas, with 
talents varying from small to large, are the lineal descendants of that small 
body of women who gathered about Our Lord and “ministered unto Him of 
their substance,’ as St. Luke recounts, whether that substance were money, 
food, personal cheer and companionship, physical rest and peace in a quiet 
home after the weary day, cleaning His room, laundering His seamless linen 
robe, or washing His dusty feet. Women are still doing all those things in 
His service to the least of His brethren. 

Exactly a year ago, May 15-18, 1951, the Spring District Meetings were 
held at St. James’ Church, Accomac; Galilee, Virginia Beach; St. Luke’s, 
Richmond; and Emmanuel, Chatham, planned.and presided over by the four 
Vice-Presidents of the Auxiliary, one for each of the four Districts into 
which we divide our Diocesan work. The meetings were well planned and 
well attended, having a total attendance of 554 women, who contributed in 
those four days $285.04, all of which, except for a small expense account, 
was sent to Boys’ Home. These meetings are purposely moved around the 
diocese each year in order to reach a wide and varying group of our women. 
Workshops and roundtable discussions are used to supplement the more con- 
ventional program. The speakers were Bishop Gunn; the Auxiliary Presi- 
dent, Mrs. Hudgins; Col. Parry Lewis for Boys’ Home; and Mrs. William 
Taliaferro, a former member of our National Executive Board. 

In each of the four Districts Mrs. Hudgins and the four Vice-Presidents 
set up a full District Board similar to our Diocesan Executive Board in 
order to spread the work and to find and train new leadership. These Boards 
have all held meetings of their own, and their members will gladly visit and 
help neighboring parish branches if invited to do so. 

The Petersburg District reported within the year the formation of two 
new parish auxiliaries, one at St. Michael’s, Bon Air: and the other at 
Ritchie Memorial, Claremont. We welcome these baby branches as women 
always gather the young into their protective arms. 

Under the guidance of Mrs. W. H. Gregory, our Diocesan Educational 
Secretary, the four District Educational Secretaries arranged study groups 
on missions and on the church’s teaching series throughout all parishes, and 
demonstrated to their women various methods and materials by holding 
Educational Institutes in all four Districts during the autumn months. In 
addition, the Auxiliary cooperated with the Department of Christian Educa- 
tion in a Leadership Training Institute in the Second District January 20-24. 
We are trying hard to use in our Auxiliary work the new educational tech- 
niques advocated by the adult educational advances in the national church. 
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The special missionary study this year has been two-fold: overseas, the church 
in Brazil; and at home, the need for our church’s ministry to rural areas 
and to the mushrooming urban industrial areas. As one result of such 
studies, we always receive offerings, which will this year be divided between 
some project pertinent to the domestic topic called “Churches for Our Coun- 
try’s Needs” and a discretionary fund for Miss Carman Wolff, the first 
woman worker sent by our American church to Brazil. 

Our big Anfhual Meeting was held October 24, 1951, at Christ Church, 
Petersburg, with the largest attendance ever known. The church was packed 
to overflowing with 564 women from 81 out of a possible 108 branches. To 
keep us in the right path we had two Bishops, 12 clergymen, and 5 mission- 
aries. Mrs. Hudgins presided most graciously and efficiently, Bishop Gunn 
spoke on the present state of “Our Diocesan Family,’ Dr. Harry Taylor 
spoke on the work at St. James’ Hospital at Anking, China, until “the open 
door” was slammed in their faces and he and his family fell into Communist 
hands. Dr. Eleanor Mason, Principal of the Women’s Christian College in 
Madras, India, spoke on the great contributions of that college in raising 
the standard of living in that vast undeveloped country. And finally Mrs. 
Theodore Wedel lifted our sights by speaking on “New Horizons for Women 
in the Church.” With the laymen’s recent activities still trying to catch up 
with the women’s work in the church, we women are planning to pace you 
much faster yet. We look forward to the day when together we can really 
make our parishes into Christian families, and love our neighbors into a 
really redemptive fellowship in the Body of Christ. 

One of the great events of our diocesan Annual Meeting and also of the 
Triennial Meeting is the presentation of the United Thank Offering, our 
women’s offering of gratitude for special blessings received, for which we 
use blue mite boxes distributed to every woman to keep in some convenient 
spot to remind her of the great personal blessings of giving thanks to God 
for the daily happenings just when they actually occur in her life. Many of 
our women, stimulated by experiences recounted by others, have discovered 
for themselves the spiritual growth promoted by this reminder of God’s 
presence and provident care in our daily lives. The ingathering of these 
boxes twice during 1951 has yielded $13,373.35 for missions. Thanks to Miss 
Anne Brooke, the Custodian, we had the privilege last October of receiving 
this United Thank Offering in the Golden Alms Basin which is used at the 
great missionary service at every Triennial Meeting, where the auxiliary 
receives the greatest single missionary offering in the whole American 
church. You will remember that on the occasion of this offering at the San 
Francisco Convention, the amount received that day was two million dol- 
lars. Because the figures already are well ahead of the same period in the 
last triennium, we hope to have at Boston next September 11th an even 
greater outpouring of the gratitude of hundreds of thousands of women 
for what the influence of Christ has brought to womanhood the world 
around. Taking part in this great service will be our own full diocesan 
delegation of six women already elected and financed to represent us at 
our Triennial Meeting in Boston with the General Convention. 

Our splendid Supply Secretary, Mrs. Charles W. Bland, and her able 
assistants report new household linens, hospital supplies, and clothing worth 
$1,998.35 given by 215 separate branch gifts, to missions inside and outside 
this diocese, some as far away as Puerto Rico, Haiti, and Liberia. Besides 
this direct cash contribution, her department also promotes much social 
service activity such as Christmas baskets, games, parties, attentions to 
shut-ins and aged folk, and supplies of used clothing to the number of 231 
boxes estimated as worth $2,486.34. And who can estimate their value to 
the needy, the sick, the prisoners, “the least of these my brethren?” 

Our Pantry Fund Chairman resigned as of January Ist, feeling that 
her duties were accomplished because all funds now go directly to our 
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splendid Diocesan Treasurer, Mrs. Luther Apperson. The Pantry appeal 
for funds for food supplies at our diocesan institutions is henceforth to be 
incorporated in a letter from the diocesan president to all parishes. During 
1951, however, her requests brought $694 to help to stock the pantries of 
Jackson-Feild Home, Boys’ Home, and Dabney House and Hospital. You 
see most women are provident housekeepers at heart, and all women love 
children. Our Auxiliary members are like that virtuous woman described in 
the Book of Proverbs, who “looketh well to the ways of here household” and 
“whose price is far above rubies.” 

The Christian Social Relations department, under Mrs. Denby, reports 
that our Auxiliaries have worked well for the three diocesan institutions, 
namely: Jackson-Feild Home, Boys’ Home, and Dabney House and Hospital. 
The treasurer’s figures confirm her statement by showing that we have con- 
tributed more than $4,000 in cash to each of these two homes during the 
year, and not quite half that amount to Dabney House and Hospital. 

The Devotional Secretary endeavored to promote growth of the women 
in the life of prayer and worship, especially as the motive of all auxiliary 
activities, by sending selected suggestions and sample materials to all parish 
branches, by conducting the devotional period at Diocesan and Provincial 
Board Meetings, and by teaching a course on devotional leadership at one 
diocesan and one provinicial conference. 

Our newly created Personnel Department under Mrs. H. M. Pinner, is 
conducting a “talent search” for possible young women to go into full-time 
church work, where the demand far exceeds the supply of trained women 
workers. These young women can test themselves out by summer opportuni- 
ties as assistants to established missionaries. The Auxiliary plans to supple- 
ment the familiar line of the hymn to sing: 


“Give of thy daughters to bear the message glorious,” as well as: 
“Give of thy wealth to speed them on.their way.” 


Of course, the sun never sets on women’s work for young people anyway. 
Counting up our items for youth education, conferences, seminaries, orphans’ 
care, and missionary training, we have contributed at least $2,300, besides 
the amounts already cited for our two diocesan children’s homes and Dabney 
House and Hospital. 

The Diocesan Altar Guild reported contributions from a number of 
auxiliaries to help supply alter hangings and linens for the smaller churches. 
Mrs. Roper taught the care of the Altar at Chatham Conference and in a 
number of parishes, besides selling 62 booklets of such instruction. 

Of the two cooperating agencies active in our diocese, the Daughters 
of the King, under a new secretary, Mrs. W. T. Morgan of Portsmouth, 
reports that there are three active chapters with 45 members, holding month- 
ly meetings for prayer, visits to the sick and shut-ins, and other forms of 
parish service. 

The Church Periodical Club under Mrs. Fiore of Hampton reports 
growing activity and interest, large number of magazines and books sent 
to missionaries, and a new fund on hand to present some needed book to 
each young seminarian coming out to work in our diocese this June. 

The Colored Convocation, with its own organization and chairman, 
reported 14 active parish auxiliaries. Their number of branches has shrunk 
because of the lack of colored clergy, there being only five in the diocese in 
October. Their branches participate in many of the same kinds of things 
that the general auxiliary does, though they are understandably more con- 
cerned with their own local parishes. To enlarge their vision and encourage 
wider growth, the Auxiliary Executive Board has offered to pay half the 
expenses of their minority group representative to the Triennial Meeting 
in Boston. They have already elected their Convocation Chairman as the 
delegate, and they have plans for raising the other half of the money needed. 
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They have sent young people to their two conferences at St. Paul’s Lawrence- 
ville, and have held a Leadership Conference at Grace Church, Norfolk. I 
recently attended their Spring Educational Meeting in Emporia and was 
pleased with their serious interest, their happy participation, and their 
widely shared program. I feel that, under the guidance of their excellent 
Archdeacon Martin, these Auxiliaries will rise above their handicap of 
insufficient clergy. After all, in many country areas it is the faithful women 
who keep churches alive, not the other way around. 


The Southern Virginia Auxiliary has given useful officers to the general 
church also: notably, on the National Executive Board Mrs. Lewis D. Pilcher 
is finishing her maximum term of service. In the Third Province Mrs. H. 
M. Pinner last October completed her second term as President, Mrs. J. P. 
Dea! her term as Corresponding Secretary, and Miss Hall is now serving 
her second term as Devotional Chairman. We had five members of our 
Diocesan Board at the. Provincial Synod held in Wilmington last October. 
In the Virginia Council of Church Women our own Mrs. J. D. Deal is 
President, Miss Sally Norfleet is Secretary, Mrs. E. L. Baker and Mrs. 
Thornton Wilder are department chairmen, besides some local council presi- 
dents and many other active workers in this, the women’s grass roots move- 
ment toward interdenominational cooperation. 


But whether mere men can understand this feminine chatter or not, I 
now shall speak in a language understood by all. Over and above the Diocese 
of Southern Virginia’s 1951 budget of $86,000 raised by the Department of 
Promotion through all parish canvasses, to which the women made their 
parish pledges as a matter of course, the Woman’s Auxiliary raised $34,592.- 
08, which with the exception of about $2,000 for operating expenses, went to 
missionary work. This is actual cash accounted for in our records as gifts. 
In addition, our reports show $24,845.66 which Auxiliaries spent in their 
own parishes for the extra things women are always called on to do. This 
totals nearly $60,000. 


One favor I ask of you: Don’t let the Department of Promotion ask me 
by what secret and devious methods we raised this $60,000! I remember a 
national questionnaire of a large educational organization asking such a 
question of a small local group, to which we replied: “BY MAIN FORCE!” 
I also remember that small local group of forty women securing the use of 
the local movie theatre to show an educational picture of a kind and at a 
time when the movie manager thought we could not possibly muster a 
corporal’s guard to clear expenses. To his utter astonishment the film played 
to a house packed to the doors, with people standing in every corner. When 
the theatre manager asked, “How in the world did you do it?” the committee 
chairman replied, “We sent forty women talking it all over town.” 

That, my friends, is the challenge given to the Christian Church nearly 
two thousand years ago: “Go ye into all the world and preach the gospel.” 
When we really start doing that in dead earnest, we shall be well on the 
way to answering Bishop Brent’s great missionary prayer that “the kingdoms 
of this world shall become the Kingdom of our Lord and of his Christ.”

To the 60th Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


The Department of Christian Education has been reorganized following 
the plans presented by a committee of the last department. It now consists 
of the Chairman, the Secretary Treasurer and heads of four divisions, Adult, 
Youth, Children and Conferences, together with the Director of Christian 
Education of the diocese. The heads of these Divisions of the Department 
are as follows: Adult, Rev. J. M. Gessell; Youth, Rev. Paul Chaplin; Chil- 
dren, Mrs. Lewis Pilcher; Conferences, Rev. S. C. Walke (now vacant) ; 
Secretary Treasurer, Rev. Gilbert Martin. 

The first activity of this department was to consider the relationship 
with and the work of the Rev. D. H. Allen. After due consideration it was 
seen that he should stand in relation to our work as a Director rather than 
a consultant as formerly designated. This was to bring our work more in 
line with that of other dioceses but primarily to make it clear that he is to 
act as one who directs the work of the diocese in the area of Religious Edu- 
cation. He is to make plans for development which plans were to be carried 
forward by the department through its divisions. This would give him the 
position of being an originator of plans rather than that of one who simply 
did what he might be asked to do by the various parishes or areas of the 
diocese. Under this leadership and with a department as indicated above 
the Department of Christian Education has done the following things during 
the past year. 


CONFERENCES—again our conferences were held in two groups— 
first a youth conference for those of 14 years of age and in high school at 
Averett College in Danville, under the direction of the Rev. Edmund Berke- 
ley. This was the largest conference we have ever held and was a very real 
experience in the enlargement of the Christian life through study and life 
together. The Chatham Conferences under the direction of the Rev. E. T. 
Williams had groups set up for various interests. Again an excellent: con- 
ference was reported but there was not sufficient support from the various 
adult groups within the diocese. It is hoped that we can give this fine group 
of conferences our real support this year. 


ADULT DIVISION—The work under this division has been of out- 
standing caliber so that we find our diocese in the forefront in experiments 
in leadership training. Three leadership training institutes were held this 
year, at Norfolk for the third year; Newport News for the second year; 
and at Suffolk for Isle of Wight, Southhampton and Nansemond Counties 
for the first year. All report success although there is still need for broader 
support of these training institutes. In the area of in-the-parish stimulation 
toward growth in the redemptive life, our diocese has begun a system of 
team visitation by teams of our own folk which seems to be producing 
results where they are given a chance—yet many parishes do not seem 
interested. These visitations by our own teams may be seen as a preview of 
the visit by a Leadership Training team to come into our diocese from the 
National Church immediately after the General Convention this fall. 

Two parishes have been started on a program of intensive work as 
Experimental Parishes under the guidance of our national department and 
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the Adult Division of our own department, and it is hoped that a third will 
be added by this fall. In addition to these results and plans under the adult 
division another piece of leadership training was the clergy conference 
in the fall of 1951 when the Bishop gave the entire first day to this depart- 
ment which presented its program and the program of the National Council 
under the leadership of the Chairman of the department and of the Rev. 
Thomas Fraser of St. Paul’s Church, Winston-Salem. 


YOUTH—Again our Youth Work is making strides forward under 
the general leadership of the head of this division with the Executive Coun- 
cil of the Diocesan Fellowship of Young Churchmen. The annual Convention 
was held this year at the Roslyn Center in Richmond and while somewhat 
smaller due to space limitations did a fine job in thinking through their 
work and plans for the future. They are making strenuous efforts at the 
development of area or district groups for the purpose of fellowship and 
training in leadership. This group is conscious of its opportunities and simply 
needs encouragement from the adults of the church. This should be given 
im every parish or mission in the diocese—you do have youth in your parish 
—even if you only have one young person. 


CHILDREN’S DIVISION—This division is completely organized for 
its work and has begun work toward the development of our special offer- 
ings program, urging the development of the Lenten Mite Box Offering, the 
Birthday Thank Offering, etc., and working on the possible development of 
an Advent Mite Box Offering for Diocesan missions. They are working 
toward the beginning of a Church School by Mail to reach children who are 
in isolated areas. They are working on another set of curriculum suggestions 
for guidance before the new materials may come from our National De- 
partment. They are also working on the use of Audio Visual materials under 
the leadership of Rev. Robert H. Thomas, III, of Brandon Parish. 


It should be pointed out that our work has gone forward in the way it 
has largely because of the fine and stimulating leadership of our Director 
of Christian Education, Rev. D. H. Allen, but that much of the value of 
his work will be vitiated if we hold down the budget of the department too 
closely. If his planning and leadership is to be implemented and carried out 
the divisions must have money. There is little use of having such fine leader- 
ship unless we commit ourselves to support the work started so ably during 
the past year. To paraphrase the closing sentence of the report of the Rev. 
J. F. W. Field who was the Chairman of this department in 1950-1951— 
We feel that the educational program of the diocese is now developing 
rapidly under the fine leadership of our Director and that the diocese must 
keep our present Director and give him the proper tools adequately to do 
the work which he has started so well.

Report OF THE DiocEsAN CHURCH PENSION FUND COMMITTEE 


To the 60th Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


Mr. President and members of the Council: My report falls into two 
parts; the first deals with the status of grants in our Diocese from the 
Church Pension Fund, and the second part reports the status of certain 
Diocesan Church Pension Funds. 


ParT I 


The Church Pension Fund is now paying pensions in our Diocese to:— 
eleven retired clergymen: one clergyman suffering total and permanent dis- 
ability; thirty widows of deceased clergymen, and two orphans. The total 
amount received annually by beneficiaries in this Diocese is $36,679.08. A 
list of these beneficiaries is appended to this report. 

The Church Pension Fund annually disburses $2,613,876 to 2,751 bene- 
ficiaries. The fund, however, continues to be thoroughly sound showing 
assets of about $50,000,000 with a satisfactory surplus over its liabilities. 

A recent letter from New York expressed appreciation of the co-operation 
of the clergy and parish treasurers in paying the assesments promptly. They 
again urged a wider use of the Fund’s affiliated organizations—Church Life 
Insurance Corporation, Church Fire Insurance Corporation and Church 
Hymnal Corporation. 

With your indulgence I would like to read a letter which reveals the 
workings of your Church Pension Fund. 

Please remember one parish in arrears could jeopardize these benefits. 
I am confident no parish will fail these widows and children. 


ParT II 


The Diocesan Church Pension Fund was created many years before the 
National Church Pension Fund was established. Although control of this 
Fund was, by agreement, turned over to the National Church Pension Fund 
in 1923, we were able to regain control of these funds in 1949. The restric- 
tions referred to in my last annual report have now been removed and we 
are, therefore, now able to distribute the income of these funds to those 
in need, in accordance with the intent of the original donors of this Fund. 

You will be interested to learn that this Fund now totals approximately 
$80,000 and is invested along with the other Diocesan funds, producing an 
annual income of some $3,000.: A detailed report of receipts and disburse- 
ments for 1951 is appended’ to this report and will be published in the 
Journal for your reference. 

With the approval of the Bishop, your Committee recently authorized 
relief to a retired clergyman suffering from a costly illness, and also sup- 
plemented pensions of fourteen widows who were receiving less than $750.00 
annually, to bring them up to that amount recently established by the Na- 
tional Church Pension Fund. 

Cold figures, however, cannot express the warmth in all our hearts as 
these income dollars relieve those in need.

To the 60th Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


Pursuant to call by the Chairman, a meeting of the Committee on Aban- 
doned Property of the Diocese of Southern Virginia was held on Monday, 
October 22, 1951, at 2:00 P.M. in the Diocesan Office, Norfolk.

On separate motions, each duly seconded and unanimously carried, it 
was ascertained and declared by the Committee that each of the following 
ten churches has ceased to be used as a place of public worship and has been 
abandoned by its congregation:

St. Peter’s, Curdsville, Buckingham County 

St. John’s, Woodend, Lunenburg County 

Grace Church, Genito, Powhatan County 

Grace Church, Ca Ira, Cumberland County 

All Saints Church, McKenney, Dinwiddie County 
St. James, Pineville (Michaux), Powhatan County 
Christ Church, Redlawn, Mecklenburg County 
Emmaneul, Morrison, Warwick County 


On further motion duly seconded and unanimously carried, it was re- 
solved that the correct legal description of the property on which each of 
said churches is located be determined; and that, with the exception of Em- 
manuel Church, Morrison, the Committee make applications to the Circuit 
Courts of the several counties in which said properties are located for the 
appointment of trustees to hold title thereto for the benefit of the Diocese, 
each such Court to be requested to appoint as such trustees Messrs. George 
B. Townsend, James S. Easley and James Mann, Jr., the present Trustees 
of the Diocese.

ReEportT OF COMMITTEE ON SURVEY 


To the Annual Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


The Committee on Survey of the Diocese as reconstituted by the Bishop 
in March 1952 is composed of Mr. H. A. Gurney of Appomattox, Mr. John 
K. Abernathy of Emporia, the Rev. Spencer B. Williams of Smithfield, the 
Rt. Rev. William A. Brown, and the Rev. John M. Gessel, chairman, of 
Franklin; with Bishop Gunn and the Ven. Norman E. Taylor members 
ex officio, the latter as Secretary and Treasurer of the Committee. 


We have held two preliminary meetings and I am able to report that 
in general we have defined the scope and purpose of a survey as being that 
of asking the right questions. How do we evaluate the work presently being 
done? What is our justification for such work? What ought we to be doing, 
or what ought we not to be doing? The committee has suggested that at least 
the following specific purposes be kept in mind to guide its work: 


1. to make a careful survey, county by county and city by city, to deter- 
mine population trends with the reference to the location and placing 
of churches; 

2. to advise the Department of Missions in respect to present work and 
and possible extension of mission ‘work in the diocese; 


3. to estimate the need and possibility of employing skilled service for 
the completion of a survey. 


The chairman will be a member of the Department of Missions and act 
as liaison. 

It has been possible to consult with the National Council’s Home De- 
partment on the techniques of diocesan survey, and as a result we propose 
the following major steps for a survey of this diocese over the next two to 
three years: 


1. Setting up the proper questions by which we will elicit meaningful 
information as to present status of our work and present and estimated 
future population trends and ratios, and working out a general time 
schedule within which the various steps will be taken. 


2. An evaluation by a trained person of the information which has been 
gathered. 


3. A final survey by trained personnel and the organization of the 
committee’s recommendations. 


It is obviously imperative that the members of Council understand and 
appreciate what the Committee on Survey feels is involved in this under- 
taking. The eventual results will have a direct effect on the Church in the 
Diocese of Southern Virginia. The chairman has already laid before the 
Executive Board, and now before you, the concern of the committee that 
ways and means be found to insure that adequate funds be on hand to im- 
plement the recommendations which will be forthcoming, and which are 
approved. A capital fund campaign may be one possibility, but prior to 
that the committee suggests, as possible sources, the investigation of using 
funds derived from the sale of abandoned property, unexpended balances, 
and proceeds now held in trust from the sale of specific Church properties. 
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The chairman would like to emphasize that we are not here so much con- 
cerned with questions of sociological and ecological study, although such 
techniques will naturally need to be employed, as we are with the series of 
questions which confront us which are profoundly religious in nature, and 
which involve our understanding and our response to the grace of God 
through the Christian faith. We believe that what is at stake here is the 
degree of seriousness with which the entire diocesan family takes its re- 
sponsibilities for carrying out the divine commission of our Lord. Inter- 
woven throughout each question which we ask, and throughout all of the 
technical skill which we can gather together, is the primary question as to 
how faithful have we been to our people in the effectiveness with which we 
are proclaiming the gospel, and a persistent self-examination in terms of 
our ultimate loyalty to the living Lord of the Church.

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Report oF THE ARMED Forces COMMITTEE 


To the Bishop and the 60th Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


Reactivated by Bishop Gunn, the Armed Forces Commission in the Dio- 
cese of Southern Virginia (formerly The Army and Navy Commission) by 
call of the Bishop held its first meeting on November 28, 1951, at the Dio- 
cesan Office. Personnel for inaugurating the work at this meeting were: The 
Rev. Theodore V. Morrison, Chairman (Newport News); The Rev. Sydney 
C. Swann, Treasurer (Petersburg); and the Rev. Francis H. Craighill 
(Williamsburg). 


Immediately plans were under way to make contacts with military in- 
stallations and to determine the most effective methods whereby the mission 
of the Church might be fulfilled and its pastoral responsibility discharged 
in behalf of our people in military service and their families ministered to 
wherever possible. Notice of the reactivation of our Commission was given 
to The Rt. Rev. Henry I. Louttit, Chairman, and The Rev. Percy G. Hall, 
Executive Secretary, of the Armed Forces Division of the Home Department 
of The National Council, with request for supplies to be distributed as fur- 
nished by Dr. Hall’s office. 


At the next meeting in the Bishop’s Office on January 16, 1952, Rear 
Admiral R. O. Davis, Commandant of the 5th Naval District, was present 
to give your Commission the benefit of his counsel which was most helpful 
and appreciated. As a result of this meeting, the following were appointed 
as “key men” to form direct contact with the work among armed forces 
personnel: The Rev. Messrs. Joseph W. Buchanan, Eastern Shore; Paul 
Chaplin, John F. W. Field and Norman T. Slater, Norfolk; A. Webster 
Horstman, Lynnhaven: Edmund Berkeley, Virginia Beach; Roderick H. 
Jackson, Portsmouth; and Lloyd M. Alexander for colored personnel of the 
Peninsula area, and George R. S. Little for the Lower Peninsula area. Also 
two laymen during the interim of no resident clergymen: Richmond Seay, 
Blackstone, and Charles W. Smith, Hopewell. For the Yorktown area, C. A. 
Zabriskie was appointed “key man”. Members of the Commission were to 
be responsible for the work in their parish areas in making direct contacts. 


Information concerning supplies available was sent to all clergy of the 
Diocese, with enclosure card for ordering the following: 


. Episcopal Service Cross 

. Prayer Book for Soldiers and Sailors 

. History of the Episcopal Church Service Cross 
. The Spiritual Armor Card 

. Service Record Card

These supplies are distributed to military personnel of our Church sta- 
tioned in our midst. Where possible, they are presented to the communicant 
of the Parish at a regular service of worship, either upon entering military 
service or upon a visit home on furlough. In some cases, they are sent to 
the men with whom the parish keeps contact wherever stationed. To date 
your Commission has distributed a combined total of 2,886 of the items 
indicated above. 

At its meeting at the Diocesan Office on February 19, 1952, most of the 
“key men’? were present with your Commission. It was encouraging to dis- 
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cover that clergy and congregations were taking seriously the bond of rela- 
tionships with those in the armed forces. A few of the activities might be 
of interest: Weekly celebration of the Holy Communion by a Parish Priest 
in the Post Chapel; obtaining an enlisted man to be licensed lay-reader to 
hold weekly services in the absence of an Episcopal Chaplain; sending auto- 
mobiles to a central point to transport servicemen to Sunday services in 
downtown Church; numerous contacts by clergy and laity with families of 
men stationed in area; coffee-time in Parish House after Sunday service, 
and on week-deys, to encourage fellowship with congregation; transporta- 
tion of children of military personnel to Parish day-school; ministering to 
the sick and troubled men and their families; keeping contact with men 
going from parishes—in other words, clergy and people cooperating to keep 
the Church with the men, and the men with the Church. It was obvious that 
the Commission must foresee the arising of needs which must be in terms of 
assisting with the cost of special activities in certain localities, and in a 
number of cases provide a discretionary fund for clergy to be used to fur- 
ther their work among military personnel. While the Treasurer of your 
Commission had received from our Bishop the sum of $1,263.62 remaining 
from a previously accumulated fund for this purpose, this hardly could be 
expected to provide for the projected program for certain strategic areas, 
such as Blackstone and Hopewell (Camp Pickett and Camp Lee), in a 
Diocese in which there is such a heavy concentration of armed forces. 


At the meeting of your Commission in the Diocesan Office on April 22, 
1952, it was encouraging to learn that, in response to our request, a grant 
had been made by the Executive Board in the sum of $2,400.00 for the year 
as a Church Program expectancy for our work. Also, our Diocesan Woman’s 
Auxiliary had granted $100.00 to the Armed Forces Commission for its 
needs. For these grants, we are grateful. It was decided to include our “key 
men” as full members of the Commission as a necessary step in the ex- 
panding work in order that our Diocese might be more widely represented. 
Thereupon, an operating budget was considered and adopted in the total 
sum of $3,400.00 for 1952, with contemplation for greater need in 1953. 


Throughout this period of getting this department of our Diocese 
organized, Bishop Gunn has given his full support and cooperation, having 
attended every meeting of the Commission. We can do no other than try to 
be the medium of his pastoral care for those to be ministered to.

Men were responsible for the execution, was as follows: 


a. The National Church has suggested and has given means to support 
an annual Men’s Corporate Communion in every church to be held on the 
first Sunday in Advent. It was decided to hold this Men’s Corporate Com- 
munion in all Churches on December 2nd. 


b. The National Church has suggested that at this time a Men’s Cor- 
porate Gift be received at this service. It was agreed that 25% of this gift 
be allotted to the Bishop’s Committee for work in this Diocese and that 75% 
be allotted to our Bishop for various projects within the Diocese. Although 
many of our Churches celebrated this Men’s Corporate Communion, the 
Men’s Corporate Gift was received from only twenty-two of our Churches. 

c. It was decided that the men should assist in the Fall Training Pro- 
gram as devised and planned by our National Council and to assist in the 
Every Member Canvass. 

d. We voted to support in every way the suggestion of Mr. Jack Mason, 
that a concerted effort in each Church School be made to foster an Educa- 
tional Program covering the activities and needs of our two Children’s 
Homes in this Diocese—BOYS’ HOME and JACKSON-FEILD HOME. It 
was further suggested that an appropriate Sunday be designated in the Fall 
and that the entire collection be apportioned to these Homes. Unfortunately, 
due to opposition from sources outside the Bishop’s Committee this very 
worthy program could not be carried out. 

e. We agreed to organize, by Area, and under the supervision of each 
Area Chairman, a brotherhood trip to BOYS’ HOME so that conditions might 
be observed first hand. A few of these trips have been made by members of 
several of our Churches. 
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Emphasis was placed on the Fall Training Program by Mr. Seaborn J. 
Flournoy who explained that the training course for this Diocese would be 
conducted at Roslyn near Richmond during the weekend of October 6-7. 
Trainees from this course of instruction would then go before congrega- 
tional meetings to insure that all members of our Church would be fully 
informed as to the national and international program of our Church. Many 
of our Churches received the benefit of this training of our laymen which 
was conducted by Mr. Arthur A. Atha of New York. However, many of 
our Churches did not invite these consecrated and trained Laymen, who 
had volunteered to give their time to appear before congregational meetings 
so that everyone would know and understand the many activities of our 
National Church. 


Our Diocese is divided into nine Areas for the work of the men. We 
suffered a great loss on Christmas day when Mr. J. S. Darling, Area Chair- 
man of the Seventh Area (Peninsula of Virginia) passed on to this Maker. 
The dynamic leadership of Mr. Darling will be sorely missed in the many 
activities of our Church. 


It has become a regular custom in the Peninsula Area to have a regular 
series of winter study periods by the laymen and assisted in a large measure 
by the clergy. This past winter the men of that Area studied the latest pub- 
lication of our National Church, “The Faith of the Church.” These informal 
meetings are held in various parish houses in Williamsburg, and Yorktown, 
Hilton Village, Newport News, Hampton, and Phoebus. Each session is con- 
ducted by the local Bishop’s Man, the devotional period was followed by an 
informal social hour with coffee and doughnuts or sandwiches. These meet- 
ings have been enthusiastically attended and have resulted in a definite 
fraternal and friendly acquaintanceship among the men of the entire Area. 
We feel that if these spontaneous Men’s Meetings could be held in other 
communities of the Diocese it would result in a vast increase of interest 
of the men in the activities of the Church. 


A mass meeting was called in the Peninsula Area on April 30th, by its 
new Area Chairman, J. Carther Watson, to include delegates to this Council, 
Bishop’s Men, other interested Laymen and the Clergy. The purpose of this 
meeting was to present to those present a resume of the agenda of this 
current Council. A full explanation was made of the various items of inter- 
est which might be presented to the Council in order that the delegates and 
other interested persons might be thoroughly familiar with all items on the 
agenda. This alone is a healthy indication of a revived interest of the men 
in Church affairs. 


Looking back over the four short years that the Bishop’s Committee of 
Episcopal Laymen has been organized, we feel that definite progress has 
been made; the Laymen are taking a more active part in the affairs of the 
Church and what is more important, they are showing increasing interest 
in learning what the Church is doing.

2. Concerning the method of acquiring legal title to abandoned property 
and disposing of such property. 

3. Whether or not one of the churches in the Diocese was required to 
have the approval of the Standing Committee and the Bishop to carry out 
certain financial plans that the church had in view. 

4. With reference to the status of Emmanuel Episcopal Church as the 
parish church of Lynnhaven Parish and also as to the change of status of 
that church from an organized mission into a separate congregation. 

_ 5. Concerning the change of status of Old Donation Church from an 
organized mission to a separate congregation. 

6. Specific applications by ministers to marry divorced persons. 

7. Approving the very excellent financial program of St. Andrew’s Epis- 
copal Church, Hilton Village, Virginia. 


I have had some duties in connection with the Ridley estate, but in con- 
nection with that my duties have been as counsel for the Ridley estate rather 
than as Chancellor of the Diocese. The status of the Ridley estate is the 
subject of a special report.

Report oF THE HisTORIOGRAPHER 


To the 60th Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


Since the last meeting of Council, the Historiographer has completed 
the arduous task of editing the late Ralph IT’. Whitelaw’s monumental work 
“Virginia’s Eastern Shore,” which in addition to tracing the descent of title 
to every important tract of land on the Eastern Shore, from the first settle- 
ment down to date, contains a remarkably complete and accurate account 
of the colonial churches there. With the completion of this task, he is now 
in position to resume his publication of the hitherto unpublished parish 
records of Virginia. He continues to serve as consultant in charge of plans 
for the restoration of old St. Peter’s Church at Talleysville, New Kent 
County, which has progressed to the point where the tower and west gable 
have been restored to their original external appearance, by the installation 
or dormer windows in the tower roof and of the fascinating Dutch gable 
on the church itself. He has continued to give his lecture on the colonial 
churches about once a month, and has co-operated with the restoration of 
old Christ Church, Middlesex: The Norfolk Museum exhibit of colonial 
church silver; and the recent unveiling of historical markers by the Old 
Cannonball Society, Children of the American Revolution, at which he made 
the historical address. aie:

Report oF ARCHDEACON MarTIN 


Bishop Gunn and Members of the 60th Council Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


Gentlemen: 


Upon the appointment of Bishop Gunn, and my acceptance of the ap- 
pointment, I became archdeacon for Negro work in the diocese of Southern 
Virginia, on October 31, 1951. 


My acceptance of the appointment was motivated by a deep personal 
desire for more vigorous life and growth among the churches made up of 
Negro Communicants and to be of some assistance to the Bishop of the 
diocese in the supervision and oversight of the several churches scattered 
over the diocese. 


In this diocese eight years ago, there were 27 congregations made up of 
Negro members. Today, we have only 23, including a work in name only 
at Danville. This decrease in the number of churches has been brought 
about by the migration of Negro people from rural areas to the small towns 
and cities. 


While we have had to close several churches in the past ten years, due 
to population trends, we have not been able to successfully launch a single 
new work in the diocese in the past twenty-five years. 


Fifteen years ago the work among Negroes in the Diocese of Southern 
Virginia commanded the attention of the entire church. Today, in spite of 
the good work that is being done in a few churches, our work, as a whole, 
is largely static. 


Of the twenty-three churches now in existence, only three cures are self 
supporting, namely: St. Stephen’s Church, Petersburg, Grace Church, Nor- 
folk and St. James’ Portsmouth and St. Mark’s Suffolk together form one 
cure. 


Our greatest single need is for additional clergymen. With the recent 
ordination of Mr. Graves to the diaconate, and counting the Rev. Alexander 
H. Easley, Chaplain of St. Paul’s School, who also serves as rector of the 
congregation connected with the chapel, we have seven Negro clergymen. 
We need three additional men to fill vacancies at St. Stephen’s Petersburg; 
St. Mark’s Suffolk and St. James’ Portsmouth, and the cure consisting of 
Danville, Halifax and Chatham. 


This is a great hour of opportunity for the Episcopal Church to make 
its influence felt among Negroes. The Negro churchman must be made to 
feel that he is wanted, not merely tolerated. Negro work must be seen not 
as a separate adjunct, but as an integrated part of the diocesan family. Our 
hearts are wedded to Christ through the Episcopal Church. Young Negro 
priests must be given opportunities to serve on diocesan committees and 
Boards. Laymen and laywomen must be brought into the inner workings of 
the machinery of our several diocesan organizations. It is, by such a process 
that we learn and become stimulated but greater by far, it is by such a 
process that we get a feeling of belonging. Our diocese has been gracious 
in this gesture in many areas. There are still however many virgin areas 
where the Negro asks admittance. 

We are working toward the goal of assuming greater shares of self 
support. We would have the diocese become more alert to the opportunities 
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for evangelization of Negroes. We need, as a group, improved plants with - 
parish houses for effective church school and organizational work. 


In all of our desires, we have the cooperation of our beloved bishop, 
and the scores of interested priests and laity of this diocese.

APPENDIX R: 


Report oF Norman E. Taytorn—ARCHDEACON 


To the Bishop and the 60th Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


St. Ann’s, Appomattox is now well, established, and is in a healthy 
condition. Since last Council, the Holy Communion has been celebrated in 
St. Ann’s once a month, either by myself or by the Rev. Chas. Holmead, when 
sickness in my family prevented me from being present. The Rev. Herbert 
Nash Tucker is Minister in charge of Appomattox, as well as of the churches 
in Buckingham and Cumberland. Mr. Tucker will be ordained priest early 
this summer, and my services to this field will be discontinued. 


The churches in East Mecklenburg have been holding together, pending 
the arrival of a resident Minister who will undertake more intensive work. 
Once in each month I visited these churches, celebrating the Holy Communion 
each month at All Saints, South Hill, and either at St. Andrew’s, Baskerville 
or Grace, Palmer Springs on the same day. Together with the Bishop, I 
conferred with the vestries concerning a new arrangement which Bishop 
Gunn will undertake in Mecklenburg County. Under this arrangement, the 
Rev. J. Powell Eaton, soon to be ordained priest, will be placed in charge 
of the seven white congregations in Mecklenburg, with Mr. Harry Thomas, 
soon to be ordained deacon, as his assistant. This means that two men will 
serve seven churches in place of one man serving four churches, and the 
other man serving three. 


Last October the Rev. Joseph W. Buchanan became Minister-in-charge 
of the four churches in Accomac. I visited these churches once in each month, 
celebrating the Holy Communion in two of them on each visit, and perform- 
ing such other duties as Mr. Buchanan requested. This arrangement will 
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continue until Mr. Buchanan’s ordination to the priesthood late this summer, 
or early in the fall. 


The congregation of Ritchie Memorial, Claremont is now organized, 
with a vestry functioning well, and with various parish organizations. With 
the consent of the Bishop, the Rev. William Brayshaw visits Claremont 
twice each month. Mr. Brayshaw began his duties at Claremont last fall. 


St. Michael’s, Bon Air continues its steady growth. The congregation 
now numbers 80 active communicants, and the prospects for further growth 
are encouraging. The Church School numbers more than 50 pupils. The 
church building purchased from the Methodists has been refinished, and re- 
furnished, and is an attractive place of worship. The money borrowed to 
buy this building is being repaid month by month. The vestry committee 
have notified the Bishop that they will pay the stipend of their Minister in 
1952 without diocesan aid. It is expected that Mr. C. Charles Vache’, soon 
to be ordained deacon, will be placed in charge. I hope that I may be per- 
mitted to continue my monthly visits to St. Michael’s until Mr. Vache’ is 
ordained to the priesthood. 


After July 1st, my services will be no longer needed in Appomattox and 
in East Mecklenburg, and later in the year in Accomac. The Bishop, how- 
ever, is asking me to take over at other points, and my work in the Mission 
field will continue.

Report oF St. Pauu’s PotytTecunic INSTITUTE 


To the Members of the Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


The Saint Paul’s School, located at Lawrenceville, Virginia, was founded 
in 1888 by the Reverend James Solomon Russell and it was incorporated by 
an Act of the General Assembly of Virginia on March 4, 1890, as the Saint 
Paul’s Normal and Industrial School. On December 30, 1941, the charter was 
amended and the Saint Paul’s Normal and Industrial School became the 
Saint Paul’s Polytechnic Institute. From the day of its beginning it has been 
an institution in which simplicity of life, self-reliance and directness of 
purpose have been encouraged. 


Saint Paul’s Polytechnic Institute is a church related institution operating 
under the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States and as an affili- 
ate of the American Church Institute for Negroes. Saint Paul’s goal is that 
every aspect of its program should induce and express Christian purpose and 
Christian living. 

As a part of the Christian experience, faculty members and students 
pause for twenty-five minutes on Monday, Wednesday, and Friday of each 
week for a period of Worship in the Institute’s Chapel. This Worship period 
is in charge of the Institute’s Chaplain. 


The daily living of the young men and young women is directly under 
the supervision of the Dean of Men and the Dean of Women. However, each 
faculty member is expected to share in the total development of the student 
and to assist whenever and wherever an opportunity presents itself. 


Saint Paul’s is a family school with the family idea. It is the belief of 
Saint Paul’s that education comes not only through instruction but also 
through membership in a society, through being a part of a corporate life. 


During this current year there are 414 students enrolled in the Institute, 
coming from 16 different states, the District of Columbia, and one foreign 
country. Approximately 300 students come from the Commonwealth of 
Virginia. 

The program at Saint Paul’s is divided into three divisions: the Division 
of Trade and Industrial Education, the Division of Home Economics, and 
the Division of Teacher Education. 


There are 51 individuals who hold faculty or staff status and 39 of these 
individuals are classified as faculty members with teaching duties. We are 
making every effort to strengthen our faculty as we feel that no educational 
Institution can be stronger than its faculty. The Christian character, scholar- 
ship, enthusiasm for learning and research, interest in student progress and 
welfare, and loyal support of the college by the faculty, are the qualities 
that make a college strong. 


However, there are many problems facing church related institutions 
serving Negro people. I have been in rather close contact, directly or in- 
directly, with the American Church Institute for Negroes affiliated institu- 
tions since 1929. I knew the problems of Calhoun, of Saint Marks, of Gailor 
and of Bishop Payne. They all have closed. I know the problems of Voor- 
hees, Gaudet, Okolona, Saint Augustine’s, and of our own Saint Paul's. In 
the area of Christian education and the bringing about of better racial 
understandings, these institutions have made and are making an outstanding 
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contribution. Those that exist today stand in what one writer calls a twitter- 
ing hour, or what I would call a twilight hour. Either they meet the chal- 
lenge of the hour or they fall by the wayside, and if they fall by the wayside 
for the need of a dollar, what a tragedy that would be. 


Saint Paul’s is presently operating on a budget of $332,630.00. We can- 
not continue to carry on our present program and maintain our accreditation 
and respect as an institution of higher learning unless we secure from some 
source or sources at least $60,000.00 additional operating income. This 
amount must be secured for the 1952-53 year. 


At the present time, we are receiving $1,000.00 from the Diocese of 
Southern Virginia, $500.00 from the Diocese of Virginia, and $250.00 from 
the Diocese of Southwestern Virginia. It is our sincere hope that the dioceses 
in Virginia will increase their appropriations to Saint Paul’s. We are looking 
to these dioceses of Virginia as sources of additional income. 


Certainly, in an age such as ours, when the economic, political and 
ethical foundations of society are undergoing profound changes, educational 
institutions generally and church related institutions specifically, have a 
responsibility for the shaping of things to come which they cannot, in good 
conscience, evade. They need to know where they are going and why, and 
they need a set of values and objectives that will give a sense of directions 
at all stages of the journey. 


The Saint Paul’s Polytechnic Institute is making every effort to train 
young people who are Christian in their thinking and conduct. We feel that 
there is a great need for Saint Paul’s in Southside Virginia and in the Dio- 
cese of Southern Virginia. Her sons and daughters are serving well through- 
out the entire Commonwealth, and if we are able to secure additional sup- 
port, we shall be in a position to render a greater service to a larger number 
of people. 


It is my sincere hope that this Council will help us meet the challenge.

THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY IN VIRGINIA 


Report to the Diocese of Southern Virginia: 
Gentlemen: 


At the present there are enrolled in the Seminary 184 men from 47 dio- 
ceses. Of these 51 are members of the Junior Class. Several men were ad- 
mitted from other seminaries into the upper classes. There are six Special 
students including a member of the Church of South India and two Graduate 
students, both priests of the Japanese Church. The temper of the student 
life throughout the year has been good and the quality of the work very 
satisfactory. 


Fortunately the faculty has been at full strength during the year. 
Thirteen have been in residence; four have come from the outside to do 
part time work. 


I am very glad to state that Dr. Lowell Beveridge of Columbia Uni- 
versity and Union Theological Seminary in New York has accepted the 
Board’s invitation to become Associate Professor in the Seminary and that 
he will be in residence next September. Dr. Beveridge will organize and 
and be in charge of the department of speech, public speaking and music, 
which has long been a need in the Seminary. Other changes impend. Dr. 
Brown-Serman, who has been Professor of New Testament since 1932 and 
for two years Dean has resigned both posts, and will leave the Seminary at 
the end of June. 


Dr. E. Felix Kloman, presently rector of St. Alban’s Church, Washing- 
ton, D. C. has been elected as Dean and will assume office on July 1. We 
wish for him a long, happy, and fruitful administration. 

Owing to the decrease of the numbers of our married students, whom 
the Seminary does not have to house, and the consequent increase of the 
single men, we have had to take steps for the provision of another dormi- 
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tory. This is now being built. Part of the funds can be supplied from money 
on hand, part must yet be secured from gifts and contributions. This dormi- 
tory will be ready for occupancy about the middle of the next academic year.

CHATHAM HALL 


It is a pleasure to submit a brief report on the progress of Chatham 
Hall to the 60th Annual Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia. 


Our enrollement this year has consisted of 161 boarding students and 
3 day students. These girls come from 31 states of the Union and from three 
foreign countries. 


Especially interesting to us has been the presence of Miss Ilse Wrabetz 
who came to Chatham Hall on an international exchange scholarship ar- 
ranged through the American Field Service. She has added greatly to the 
interest of our girls in international affairs and has proved a delightful 
guest. We hope to send her home to Vienna a warm friend of the United 
States. 


The outstanding physical improvement to the school this year was a 
new kitchen, installed at a cost of about $16,000. Our greatest physical 
problem is the care and maintenance of Pruden Hall, which was built in 
1906 and which serves as a dormitory as well as housing the administration, 
library and dining facilities. Ten rooms in this building were completely 
repaired and renovated last year and we plan to do over ten more rooms 
this coming summer. 


The school was saddened by the death of a beloved teacher, Miss 
Lillian Hensleigh, who had served it faithfully for over a quarter of a 
century. 


The school continues to be financially self-supporting. The devotional 
life of our girls, which focuses in St. Mary’s chapel, continues to be rich 
and satisfying. 

It may be interesting to the Council to learn that the first of our Virginia 
scholarships has been awarded this year for the coming session to Miss 
Dandridge Logan of Salem. The school appreciates greatly the interest 
taken by the clergy in these scholarships and hopes they may receive pub- 
licity throughout the Diocese of Southern Virginia.

STUART HALL 


To the Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


The year 1951-52 has been a very satisfactory, happy one for Stuart 
Hall. We have 24 more resident students than in the previous year, and are 
anticipating an even larger enrollment for 1952-53. The new members of 
the faculty have been able, co-operative young women, and I feel that the 
academic work of the school has been of the highest order. 29 of our 34 
Seniors have made applications for entrance to outstanding colleges, 19 
having taken College Board Examinations on March 14th. 


Our school life has progressed actively and happily. Our athletic and 
sports program, under the direction of two excellent physical education 
directors, has maintained the greatest enthusiasm and interest throughout 
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the entire year, starting with hockey in the fall and at present going into 
the tennis-soft ball season. Swimming, in our lovely tiled pool, is enjoyed 
during the entire year, the outstanding feature being the synchronized swim- 
ming pageant staged by the Stuart Hall Swimming Club on February 18th. 


I have been especially gratified with the work of our Religious Educa- 
tion Department, including the actual class room work, with classes three 
times each week in the Freshman, Sophomore, and Junior years and academic 
credit in our General Course; the work of our Service League, which, under 
the direction of our Religious Education teacher and an able Senior, has 
developed in its members a fine spirit of helpfulness, both in the school and 
in many outside projects; and especially our daily vesper services, frequently 
conducted by the girls themselves, and, without exception, showing a rever- 
ent, worshipful spirit. 


We are making a very definite effort towards the organization of our 
Alumnae in various key areas, looking towards the possibility of a full time 
Alumnae Secretary, who, while living at the school, would be free to visit 
the groups, help with their organization, and suggest objectives. Such a 
person would also serve in a public relations capacity, constantly being on 
the alert for enrollment and for helpful contacts with those whose interest 
and friendship would be advantageous to the school. Practically all schools 
and colleges have such a person. 


Stuart Hall, in the present economic situation, felt so keenly by all edu- 
cational institutions, sadly needs endowment, appropriations, established 
scholarships. I have been much cheered by a number of gifts to the Robert 
Carter Jett Memorial Scholarship Fund, and am glad to feel that this me- 
morial is now really a fund and not simply the recognition of Bishop Jett’s 
close association with the school by the allocation of his name to a certain 
amount taken from the school budget for scholarships. I am earnestly hoping 
that Alumnae and friends in the Diocese of Southern Virginia who know 
of Bishop Jett’s love for Stuart Hall, may make substantial contributions. 


In closing, may I ask the co-operation and interest of each minister in 
the diocese in the welfare and continued development of your school? We 
shall be delighted to have visits from you at any time.
